9.00 myp _In presenting this desirable collec- 
tion, Rhodes stated: “It is gratifying P 
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to know they are appreciated, for 
they represent a good many years of 
work and travel. I made most of 
them myself. I became interested in 
photography while a freshman at 
Princeton and was a member of the 
old Camera Club back in 1895 or 796.” 

While Rhodes was teaching English 
literature he wanted slides for illus- 
tration. So he went to England in 
1912 and toured on a bicycle making 
photographs. He made six trins to 
Europe between 1912 and 1931 and 
traveled widely in the United States. 

He says that he especially prized 
the slides of Thomas Hardy’s birth- 
place. He was fortunate in being 
able to interview the author in 1912 
and meet his sister, Mary Hardy, a 
cetired teacher, who was the inspira- 
tion for the character Fancy Day in 
‘Under the Greenwood Tree.” 

“I visited Hardy 11 years later 
and asked him why he had given up 
writing novels,” Mr. Rhodes recalled. 
‘He told me, I can say more in four 
pages of poetry than in 400 pages of 
prose.’ ”

Ohio History 


Under the title “Anecdotes of 
Ohio,” Gilbert F. Dodds, columnist for 
a Columbus, Ohio, newspaper, stimu- 
lates interest in the history of his 
state. Mr. Dodds’ column covers 
such interesting subjects as “Old 
Chillicothe,” ‘Wilderness Journey,” 
“Strategic Fort,” “War Chief,” 
“Frontier Soldier,’ “First Silk Fac- 
tory,” “Fort Morrow,” and “Mission- 
ary Tour.” 

Dodds digs up data such as the 
following: 

“The first silk factory in Ohio was 
erected in 1841 at the village of Mt. 
Pleasant, Jefferson County, by John 
W. Gill and Thomas White. Mt. 
Pleasant was largely a Quaker set- 
tlement at that time. 

“During the 1830’s there was a 
mania in America for raising a new 
species of mulberry trees and many 
nurseries were started to supply the 
demand. An expert from the East, 
William Watkins, the builder of the 
McCook mansion in Steubenville, had 
come to the Mt. Pleasant community 
to instruct those interested in how 
to grow the trees and establish nurs- 
eries. Messrs. Gill and White plant- 
ed 25 acres in mulberry trees and as 
soon as the trees had attained a 
year’s growth they began the culti- 
vation of the silk worm, followed by 
the manufacture of beautiful fabrics, 
specimens of which are said to be 
now in existence. The factory, with 
the best mechanics and artists ob- 
tainable, began to produce silk vel- 
vet, hat plush, dress silks, ribbons, 
figured silks, etc. The loom used 
was three yards long and one yard 
wide. The first pattern woven was 
known as the Buckeye burr, the 
color being a light buff.+-From this 
piece of silk a vast pattern was pre- 
sented to Henry Clay, Whig candi- 
date for president. The first Amer- 
ican flag ever in China was made 
in this factory and carried to the 
Orient by Calib Cushing. 

“This factory was continued in suc- 
cessful operation for many years 
and to these pioneers in this industry 
must go the credit of arousing an 
interest in the new West in the 
manufacture of silk.’ 


Dodds’ compact and factual para- 
graphs deserve to be compiled in 
booklet form for future students of 
Ohioana, and his idea could well be 
copied by other writers interested in 
preserving the history of their states.

a herd of 25 elephants “tailed up” and 
plodding along Baraboo streets caused 
scarcely a ripple of excitement, and 
every day was circus day, for Baraboo 
is the birthplace of Ringling Brothers 
Circus, and the home for many years 
of the five brothers who became the 
most. famous and successful circus 
owners of ail time. 


Only one of the Ringling brothers, 
Otto, was born in Baraboo and the 
five youngsters received their inspira- 
tion to start a circus when they saw 
the old Dan Rice show in McGregor, 
Iowa, but it was in Baraboo, that the 
Ringling boys gave their first perform- 
ance on May 19, 1884, in a 45-foot 
tent erected on the lot where the jail 
now stands 


In the 34 years that followed, Ring- 
ling Brothers Circus flourished, its 
owners became millionaires, they 
bought out their most formidable com- 
petitors and their show was Baraboo’s 
largest industry. 


But at the end of the 1918 season, 
the three remaining brothers, Alf T., 
Charles and John, combined their two 
great enterprises, Ringling Brothers 
and Barnum & Bailey shows and 
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elected to use the winter quarters of 
the latter in Bridgeport, Connecticut. 


While most of the buildings that 
housed the circus in Baraboo still re- 
main and are in use, they housed enter- 
prises far removed from the show 
world, and the casual visitor to Bara- 
boo sees little to remind him of the 
glory days of trouping. 


Baraboo was at one time .1e home 
of hundreds of persons who were iden- 
tified with the Ringling circus enter- 
prises, but today, nearly 30 years from 
circusdom, there are few show folk 
who still call the town their home. 


Baraboo has one enthusiantic cir- 
cus fan, however, who is building up 
a collection of circusiana that will 
preserve the memory of the great 
contribution the Ringling Brothers 
made to the economy of his home town, 
as well as to recall the triumphs and 
colorful history of the Baraboo-con- 
ceived big top organization. 


He is William H. Kasiska, account- 
ant, who has vivid memories of his 
boyhood days in the circus capital, 
and as might be expected, his collec- 
tion is rich in mementoes of the Ring- 
ling brothers and the Gollmar brothers, 
who emulated their more famous cou- 
sins in the outdoor show world. 


Kasiska, now in his early 50’s, has 
had a burning love for the circus since 
his boyhood days when the winter 
quarters on Lynn avenue and Ash 
street were bustling with activity, but 
he did not start collecting circus ma- 
terial in a serious way until about 15 
years ago. 


An acquaintance in a southern state 
wrote to inquire if Kasiska might ob- 
tain for him, several of the colorful 
letterheads of the Ringling and Goll- 
mar shows, inasmuch as he lived in 
the home town of those enterprises.

Record Reviews and a Note on Marguerite Namara 


MARGUERITE NAMARA—Carmen: 


Seguidilla (Bizet); (a) El Pano 
Moruno; (b) Seguidilla murciana 
(De Falla). Sung to her own ac- 
companiment. IRCC No. 239, ten- 
inch disc, price $1.75. ELECTRI- 
CAL RECORDING. 


In all its fifteen years I doubt if The 
International Record Collectors’ Club 
has ever issued a record of greater 
appeal than this new one by Mar- 
guerite Namara. An electrical record- 
ing of the finest quality obtainable, it 
requires no specially trained pair of 
“collector’s ears” for full appreciation. 
True, the Carmen air lacks the or- 
chestral accompaniment to be expected 
in a modern recording of Bizet’s music, 
but when you hear the tonal vitality, 
color and rhythm Namara draws from 
the piano, you won’t miss the orches- 
tra. Instead you’ll find yourself won- 
dering how on earth she manages to 
sing and play simultaneously with 
such fiery abandon. The fact that she 
has sung to her own accompaniment 
so frequently throughout her long 
career undoubtedly has much to do 
with it, but somehow [ think there’s 
more to it than that—a touch of wiz- 
ardry, perhaps! As for her singing 
—well, hers is the most inflammatory 
Carmen I have ever heard, on records 
or off. I am not alone in this opinion: 
when I recently played an advance 
test pressing for a group of male col- 
lectors, each reacted strongly and fa- 
vorably, and each immediately placed 
an order for the record.) The voice 
of this fascinating artist, who is no 
longer young, is firm, brilliant and ex- 
pressive. She is not afraid to use the 
striking chest tones demanded by mu- 
sic of this sort. I have never heard 
an American artist with finer French 
diction, not only in clarity but also in 
color and flavor. 

A Spanish grandmother in her an- 
cestry, and coaching from the com- 
poser himself must have fostered Na- 
mara’s ability to sing the De Falla 
songs so convincingly. But her success 
with them, I think, depends even more 
on her own potent, evocative imag- 
ination—the capacity to absorb and 
reflect colors of such exotic hue. Cer- 
tainly this disc gives one the feeling 
of hearing a born flamenco singer. 
Here Namara’s excitingly rhythmic 
self-accompanying is even more re- 
markable than in the Carmen selec- 
tion, especially in the rapid-fire Se- 
guidilla murciana which is a tour-de- 
pone I am sure no living singer could 

ual. 

Although there are some fortunate 
enough to have Marguerite Namara’s 


only published Edison Diamond Dise— 
the hauntingly sung Morenita—to 
many collectors this soprano is an un- 
known quantity. Even the facts of 
her career are not as well known as 
they should be. I hope, therefore, the 
following outline of her career will 
be of interest. 

Born in Cleveland, Ohio, she moved 
to California at an early age and still 
considers herself a Californian. By 
the time she was 8 she was giving pub- 
lic recitals; she was only 17 when she 
made her debut as a professional sing- 
er (at the Ebell Club, Los Angeles). 
Her operatic career began in Genoa 
at the Teatro Politeam when she sang 
Marguerite in Faust, continued some 
years later with three seasons at the 
Chicago Opera (1919-1922) and two 
with the Opera-Comique in Paris 
(1923-1925), not to mention a tour as 
Carmen with her own company in 1929. 
(Her operatic repertoire: Micaela and 
Carmen in the Bizet opera, Olga in 
Fedora, Giulietta in Tales of Hoffman, 
Thais, Boheme, Tosca, Traviata, Man- 
on, etc.) Asa young singer, she gave 
joint-recitals with such notables as 
Caruso, Clement, Amato, Godowsky, 
Kreisler and many others, innumerable 
concerts of her own, appeared as sop- 
rano soloist with many symphony or- 
chestras both here and abroad under 
such conductors as Stokowski, Mengel- 
berg, Pierné, Sir Landon Ronald, ete. 
Because of her svelte beauty and un- 
usual charm, she has always been very 
popular in operettas (without damag- 
ing the rare vocal style which makes 
her concerts such a joy). During the 
last half dozen years she had colorful 
success in One Night of Love (Stolz) 
and as Madame Darushka in Claudia, 
playing the latter part for 18 months. 
She has been featured in a number of 
other theatrical productions as well, 
and has done unusual work in the 
movies, both in England and the 
United States. More recently, she has 
been concertizing again. When she 
sang in Los Angeles last December, one 
appreciative newspaper critic com- 
mented that “her voice is in better 
estate than it was in the early days of 
her celebrity.” He singled out her 
Carmen Seguidilla as an outstanding 
feature of the concert, by the way. 

Namara’s training is worth special 
mention, I think. Her first instruction 
was from her mother, a well-known 
amateur singer. Later she studied 
with Melba, but it was Jean de Reszke 
who was her most inspiring teacher.

Lieder, Julia Culp was her guide. And 
she was one of the fortunate few to re- 
ceive coaching from Claude Debussy. 

Today she sings the French master’s 

songs with such atmospheric beauty 

that it is to be hoped that records of 
her authentic interpretations can be 
issued before long. 

Aside from her musical and theatri- 
cal activities, Namara is an accom- 
plished painter, having given an ex- 
hibition of oils and water colors at the 
Architectura] League Galleries, New 
York, in 1945. 

CHARLES ROUSSELIERE — Dam- 
nation de Faust: Nature immense 
(Berlioz) ; Roi d’Ys: Vainement, ma 
bien aimée (Lalo). IRRC No. 3000, 
ten-inch disc, price $1.75. 

Another in the series of famous but 
unfamiliar voices to receive recogni- 
tion from IRCC. European collectors 
undoubtedly know this French tenor’s 
G&T’s of 1903 (though they must be 
rare) and perhaps his Pathé discs of 
later date. But, until now, few Amer- 
icans have had an opportunity to hear 
a Rousseliére record. I’m glad to re- 
port that the voice is a good one, with 
clear ringing tones, effectively if some- 
what crudely reproduced. Unfortu- 
nately, the singing lacks distinction. 
In the melodious Lalo air, for instance, 
I miss the admirable poise and stylistic 


‘elegance that make the Clement Victor 


recording so appealing. The unfam- 
ilia Damnation of Faust solo, seems 
rather ungrateful vocally and also 
suffers from the singer’s failure to 
achieve a true legato. 

Rousseliére sang chiefly at the Paris 
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Opera. When he appeared at the Me- 
tropolitan Opera in 1906-07 his sing- 
ing was highly praised. If his inter- 
pretations, as revealed by these prim- 
itive recordings, tend to disappoint, 
at least there is pleasure to be found 
in the sound of a fine voice we have 
long waited to hear. 
MARGARETHE OBER—Carmen: 
Habanera; Seguidilla. IRCC No. 
8001, ten-inch disc, price $1.75. 
Before our entry into World War I 
put an end to her brilliant career at 
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the Metropolitan, this great mezzo 
made a splendid series of Victor discs 
which are, I fear, still insufficiently 
appreciated. Nor are her Pathé discs 
—unplayable on standard phonographs 
—as well known as they deserve to be. 
It was from one of the latter, evi- 
dently, that IRCC expertly dubbed the 
record here under review, which, un- 
like the original, can be played on an 
ordinary machine. Ober does the two 
familiar arias so well that she largely 
overcomes my prejudices against a

come as a welcome surprise to the 
countless admirers of versatile Flor- 
ence Easton. According to the ency- 
clopedias, Mme. Easton was born in 
1884, yet her singing of Isolda’s taxing 
music would do credit to a soprano of 
any age and, coming from a woman 
of 58, is especially remarkable. For 
me, the use of an English translation 
lessens rather than increases the ef- 
fectiveness of the performance, espe- 
cially in the duet where the words 
emerge more clearly than they do in 
the splendidly voiced Love death. But 
then, as a rule I’m no advocate of 
opera in English. In the duet, Arthur 

Carron’s voice sounds quite well for 

the most part but nevertheless I do 

not find a convincing Tristan. It is 

Mme. Easton’s show, and it is fitting 

that it should be. When played on a 

first-class phonograph, this is an im- 

pressive re-recording, conveying the 

atmosphere of an actual performance 
with considerable success.

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
LEN SPENCER. III 


By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


For more than a decade after Len 
Spencer’s career began no method of 
making “master” cylinder records 
was known, and artists were compel- 
led to sing the same numbers over 
and over by the wearisome “round.” 
Spencer, however, had iron lungs, 
ample endurance and unlimited versa- 
tility. 


Though he ‘was primarily known in 
his later years as a comedian, Len at 
one time or another did all sorts of 
recording work. When he first visit- 
ed the Columbia studios he not only 
sang popular ballads such as “Sadie 
Ray,” but also recorded many hymns. 
(As will appear later, there was a 
deeply religious strain in his nature.) 
He was particularly esteemed for his 
abbreviated versions of speeches by 
famous men. For his ordinary “coon 
songs” and other popular productions 
he used the short and simple name 
of Len Spencer. The elocutionary 
efforts were usually represented, in 
a slightly more dignified way, as be- 
ing by Leonard G. Spencer. After he 
married, he made a few records 
under the name of Garry Allen— 
Garry being short for Garfield and 
Allen being taken from his wife’s 
maiden name. I have never seen a 
“Garry Allen” record and doubt that 
any are still in existence. 


Making records became a profita- 
ble profession for the handful of 
artists whose voices recorded well in 
the 1890’s and Len soon ceased to 
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Re-issues and re-recordings of 
operatic, theatrical, and 
speech records. 
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work at the Spencer business college. 
It is said that he offended his mas- 
terful mother by eloping with Miss 
Elizabeth Allen, a student at the col- 
lege, when Mrs. Spencer considered 
him to be still too young to under- 
take the responsibilities of marriage. 

Not only did Spencer sing and re- 
cite for Columbia, but he also did 
most of the “announcing.” It was his 
voice which informed the listener at 
the beginning of each cylinder what 
the name of the selection was, by 
whom it ‘was made and that the man- 
ufacturer was the Columbia Phono- 
graph company of Washington and 
Paris. He, as well as his brother 
Harry, also did announcing for a few 
years after Columbia began to make 
disc records. I have a 1903 Columbia 
disc made by the great Polish bari- 
tone, Eduoard de Reszke, in which 
the announcement unmistakably is 
made by Len Spencer. 


Harry Spencer, incidentally, ap- 
pears to have made only one solo 
record during his career—an Edison 
two-minute cylinder of “The Mad 
Ravings of John McCullough,” which 
purported to reproduce the ravings 
of McCullough, a famous Shakes- 
pearean actor, after he had been con- 
fined in the Bloomingdale insane 
asylum. For the sake of greater 
realism the announcement was omit- 
ted! A number of elocutionists before 
Harry had also tried their voices on 
the “ravings.” He likewise assisted 
Len and Ada Jones in one Columbia 
record, a burlesque on old-time melo- 
dramas called “The Hand of Fate.” 

When Emile Berliner began experi- 
menting with his first crude disc re- 
cords in Washington, Len became a 
Berliner artist. Columbia moved its 
headquarters to New York in 1896 
or 1897, and Len went along. By this 
time Edison also was in the cylinder 
record business and he soon won re- 
cognition as one of the most popular 
Edison artists. 

On May 1, 1898, however, Len 
signed an exclusive contract with 
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Columbia. By this time he was 
branching out. Besides making solo 
records he was doing a great deal 
of recording in which the banjo ac- 
companiment of vess uk. Ussman, 
“The Banjo King,’ received equal 
prominence. He had organized the 
Len Spencer Trio, with Steve Porver 
and Billy Goiden as his associates 
(occasionally George P. Watson, the 
German yodler, was used in the place 
of Porter or Golden) and was the 
organizer and leader of a recording 
group known as the Imperial Min- 
strels. George W. Johnson, “the 
Whistling Coon.” was one of the Im- 
perials, whose personnel also includ- 
ed the Greater New York Quartet. 
Who these gentlemen were nobody 
seems to know now, but Spencer and 
Porter probably were half vihe en- 
semble and the tenors may have been 
Dan Quinn and George Gaskin. 

The exclusive contract arrange- 
ment appears to have lasted only a 
year. When Victor acquired the Ber- 
jiner patent rights and began issuing 
records in 190i, Len was right on the 
job. He also recorded for Zon-o- 
phone, Leeds and all the other early 
disc manufacturers as well as the 
various cylinder companies that 
flourished briefly. 

In addition to hls regular recording 
work, which had all the charm of in- 
finite variety, the inimitable Mr. 
Spencer soon began to write comic 
sketches which he sold to other re- 
cording artists, and sometimes under- 
took some unusual promotional 
“stunts.” - 

I have a two-minute Edison cylind- 
er which apparently was made after 
Mr. Edison developed his “gold 
moulded” process of making perma- 
nent master records in 1902. On this 
record, Spencer, who appears to have 
been speaking at a conventign of Edi- 
son jobbers, highly lauds the inven- 
tor’s genius and says that “this re- 
cord of pure gold” is being presented 
to Mr. Edison by his loyal dealers and 
admirers. I surmise that a gold-plat- 
ed indestructible copy of the fulsome 
address ‘was presented to Thomas A. 
Edison and that the jobbers were 
given ordinary wax copies as souve- 
nirs of the occasion. 

Another oddity in my collection is 
a double-faced Victor record, issued, 
judging by the label, no later than 
1908. It is a sales demonstration re- 
cord, designed to attract boys and 
girls and make them clamor for their 
parents to purchase a “Victor talking 
machine.” Spencer is the benevolent 
master of ceremonies on both sides. 
This record is of particular interest 
in view of the commonly held belief 
that Victor issued no double-faced re- 
cords before 1909. The company al- 
most certainly disposed of no “doub- 
les” through regular retail channels 
prior to that year, but there is every 
reason to believe that this double- 
faced demonstration record was in 
dealers’ hands before the Odeon com- 
pany, of Germany, put double-faced 
discs on the market in 1904, and—so 
it has been generally held—inaugur- 
ated the double-faced trend that 
eventually made single-faced records 
obsolete. 


Still another oddity of Spencer's 
early recording career was his reci- 
tation of President McKinley’s speech 
at the Buffalo exposition in 1901. 
Victor issued the record with Spen- 
cer’s name on the label, but Colum- 
bia and Edison made no mention of 
the artist’s identity. As Frank Dor- 
ian, the late Columbia executive, once 
remarked to me: “We didn’t tell 
people the record was by McKinley, 
but we were interested in sales and 
we didn’t mind in the least if the 
buyer thought it was by the presi- 
dent instead of Spencer.” McKinley, 
who was mortally wounded by an as- 
sassin a few days after his appear- 
ance at Buffalo, certainly had no op- 
portunity to make a record, but 
since Spencer’s name was omitted, 
many owners of the Columbia and 
Edison records refuse to this day to 
believe that their copies do not con- 
tain the voice of “the martyr presi- 
dent” himself. However, it was Len 
Spencer who recorded it, just as he 
did Bryan’s “Cross of Gold” speech, 
the Rev. Mr. Talmage’s animaderver- 
sions on infidelity and many other 
similar productions.

War Correspondent 
Depicts Changes in 


Swiss Watch Business 


In the midst of the late war years 
the Associated Press carried a story 
that reveals the trend of the times in 
Switzerland as related to that 
country’s timepiece industry. The 
writer cites a typical example, as 
follows: 

“Geneva, Switzerland—Old Paul 
Gilly has spent a lifetime doing little 
things to watches, but his son doesn’t 
want to follow him. 

““He went into a bank,’ said Gilly 
as he paused at his work bench. 

“That situation is becoming com- 
monplace in Swiss families: The sons 
see no magic in the lifelong hand- 
craftsmanship of their fathers. They 
want to work at trades or occupations 
which offer more excitement and re- 
quire less patience. They don’t know 
or want to share the parental joy and 
pride in creating slowly with hand 
and brain the precision instruments 
which have made the Swiss name 
famous. 

“That is why today Switzerland is 
having difficulty finding or training 
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skilled workers in her watch fac- 
tories. 
“Paul Gilly’s father was a diamond 


cutter and he himself became a. 


watchmaker’s apprentice at the age 
of 18. That was 48 years ago. His 
graying goatee, his lined and sedate 
features make him. symbolic of the 
generations of individualistic hand- 
workers slowly giving way to the 
human automations of mass industry. 

“Daily for eight hours he bends 
over delicate watch parts making fine 
adjustments. He works without 
squinting. 

“‘T have glasses but I don’t wear 
them,’ he said. 

“Near him works white-haired 
Georges Chappatte, who for 36 years 
has been fitting tiny ruby jewels into 
timepieces to keep them true. They 
are so small that the untrained naked 
eye can hardly perceive the holes in 
them. Yet Chappatte, with swift sure 
gestures of his pincers, slips them ef- 
fortlessly into position. In a month 
he fits some 3800 jewels into place. 

“Skilled craftsmen like old Gilly 
and Chappatte earn about 600 francs 
a month—$150. 

“In this time of high prices it is 
barely enough to keep us going,’ said 
Chappatte. 

“They work in the Patek Phillippe 
factory, a century old firm that en- 
joys a world name for handmade 
watches. It employes 150 men and 
women. 

“‘We turn out only 500 to 600

BEADS 


If you want a hobby that is histor- 
ical, beautiful, and has the advantage 
of being housed easily, look to a col- 
lection of beads. Once, I saw a varied 
collection housed in an old-time 
trunk. Many of the choicest speci- 
mens were attached to velvet covered 
cards for protection, but the general 
run of the large collection were hous- 
ed in small boxes in the trunk and 
they could be taken out and worn by 
the owner at will. 

The bead is very old in the history 
of the world. In fact, we know that 
the bead was here in prehistoric 
days, for stone and clay examples 
have come down to us. These beads 
had to be worked by hand and rubbed 
and chipped into shape. The ingen- 
uity of man and his artistic bent can 
be seen in the variety of the shapes 
and in the coloring of the clay, dif- 
ferent colors being used in their pro- 
duction. Sometimes the specimens 
were inlaid ‘with choice stones yielded 
by Mother Earth before they were 
dried and baked. 

The museums of the world will sub- 
stantiate this. In the National Muse- 
um of Scotland, Edinburg, there are 
examples of old paste beads beauti- 
fully decorated with a yellow sub- 
stance. The Egyptian tombs, the 
graves of the ancient Britons and the 
remains of the Lake Dwellers in 
Switzerland reveal beads of stone, 
jet, and clay. 

That beads were early fashioned 
from glass is evidenced in specimens 
that have come down to us through 
the years. And today the making of 
glass is one of the important manu- 
facturing industries of the world. By 
the aid of cutting machinery, some 
products have been turned out that 
resemble the careful work of the 
lapidist. Before World War II, Ven- 
ice was best known as the center of 
the bead making industry of the 
world. The beads were made by ma- 
chine and then strung by hand by 
women workers of the city, some of 
them being so adept that their record 
showed the stringing of two million 
beads a day- 

The making of beads for use in re- 
ligious purposes is one other phase 
of the bead industry that time and 
space does not permit us to dwell 
upon here. It would take far more 
space than is now at our disposal to 
cover the many beautiful objects of 
gold, jet, amber, coral, that have 
been turned out with a religious mo- 
tive, down through the years.

Early Pins Costly 


When pins were first made only the 
more affluent could afford them. The 
great amount of hand labor involved 
put them. into the luxury class and 
money given to buy them was known 
as “pin-money,” some of it having 
been saved over a period of time. 


Fifty or Seventy-Five 
Years Hence 


Some of the good jewelry that we 
see today will be handed down to to- 
morrow’s granddaughters as _heir- 
loom pieces. The currently popular 
gem studded clips, brooches and pins, 
in the form of lyres, banjoes and sim- 
ilar designs will act as supplementary 
jewelry to the hand and fluer de lis 
pins that our grandmothers gave to 
us.

Daguerreotypes in Jewelry 


By 1843 it was estimated that there 
were 30,000 daguerreotypers in the 
United States. Some of the success 
of the daguerreotype was due to the 
fact that the very small ones could 
be inserted in a locket and worn 
around the neck of milady. Senti- 
mentality and the smaller sized spe- 
cimens also account for the fact that 
some have come down to us from our 
grandfather and grandmother’s day 
mounted in the back of watch cases. 
There was ample space in some of the 
lockets and some of the watch cases 
to house a lock of hair of the person 
thus honored.

The Old Pirates’ House in Savan- 
nah, Ga., has been opened as a his- 
torie house museum.

New York City 
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Currier & Ives and the American Scene 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


There have been many stories with 
the sub-title “A Romance of Ameri- 
can Business,” most of them not too 
skillfully told and less interesting than 
that would imply. But there is little 
need to embellish the history of Nath- 
aniel Currier and his lithographing 
establishment, successful and _ long- 
lived as they were. Currier was a 
good average American businessman, 
successful in his field which was the 
production of “cheap engravings for 
the people,” not exactly a boon to man- 
kind. But those prints, turned out in 
large quantities between 1835 and 1900, 
give the finest and most complete pic- 
ture of his country during those sixty- 
five years available to us. So, while 
there are many lithographs from other 
American presses as fine, as rare and 
as representative, there is good reason 
for the continuing popularity of “Cur- 
riers.” And, seen against them as a 
background, the careers of Currier and 
his partner Ives gain color and in- 
terest. 

In the American business tradition, 
Nathaniel Currier got in on the ground 
floor. The first successful lithograph- 
ing house in this country was started 
by John B. and William S. Pendleton 
of Boston in 1824. The next year 


they brought an expert lithographer 
named Dubois from France and, in 
1828, engaged an apprentice. This 
was a seventeen-year old boy from 
near-by Roxbury named Nathaniel 
Currier. By 1833, also in the tradi- 
tion, Currier left the Pendletons and 
Boston, working for another litho- 
graper, M. E. D. Brown, in Philadel- 
phia. John Pendleton also left Boston, 
and was to meet Currier in New York, 
with plans for a partnership. How- 
ever, this scheme fell through, and the 
firm was Stodart & Currier, estab- 
lished in 1834. Stodart’s connection 
lasted less than a year, and by 1835 
Currier was in business alone at No. 1 
Wall Street. His first print is prob- 
ably the “Ruins of the Planters’ Hotel, 
New Orleans,” with another fire scene, 
“Ruins of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
New York” second. A portrait of Wil- 
liam P. De Wees, professor of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, is another 
early one, and “Upper Canada College” 
of 1835 probably the first in color. 
These set the style for a long catalogue 
of similar subjects. 

Again in the tradition, many of 
Currier’s employees left him to start 
successful businesses of their own. 
John H. Bufford, whose signature ap-

No C.O.D’s. 
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pears on three of the four titles quoted 
here, established himself in Boston 
in 1840, where he and his son carried 
on until 1885, with many fine prints 
to their credit; Napoleon Sarony 
worked for Currier briefly, later turned 
out under his own name, some of our 
finest American lithographs and finally 
became the best-known American com- 
mercial photographer; Henry B. Ma- 
jor, eventually partner and successor 
of Sarony, Louis Maurer, artist and 
lithographer who built up a success- 
ful commercial lithographing house 
and James Baillie, not an employee, 
who colored many prints for Currier 
about 1840 and later published his own 
lithographs, all are familiar names to 
collectors. Currier’s younger brother, 
Charles, was associated with him for 
many years, publishing some prints 
lithographed on Nathaniel’s press, and 
manufacturing a fine lithographic ink. 
Charles’ brother-in-law, James M. Ives, 
was an accountant and a self-taught 
artist of some merit. In 1852, he was 
engaged by Nathaniel as a bookkeep- 
er, and by 1857 he was a partner in 
the firm. 


Currier himself seems to have made 
little, if any, use of his training under 
the Pendletons, but his good business 
head and particularly his keen news 
sense were responsible for his success. 
Ives did some prints himself, notably 
the “Four Seasons of Life” series, and 
touched up or added to the pictures of 
other artists, but also superintended

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their work and selected salable sub- 
jects. The artists included Fanny Pal- 
mer, the courageous Englishwoman 
who spent so many years with the 
house and turned out such a wide va- 
riety of fine prints, John Cameron, 
the hunch-back, best known for his 
horses, and Louis Maurer. After 1860 
Maurer worked as a free-lance, finish- 
ing the stones at home and selling 
them to the firm for forty to fifty dol- 
lars each, as did Thomas Worth, Otto 
Knirsch and Charles Parsons. A. F. 
Tait and G. H. Durrie, whose fame 
today rests largely on the Currier re- 
productions of their work, oniy sold 
paintings for reproduction, and were 
a little jealous of their standing at 
that. 

There is little romance there, and not 
much in Currier’s private life. He was 
married about 1825 to Miss Eliza 
West of Boston, and had one son, Ed- 
ward West Currier. After her death, 
he married Miss Lura Ormsbee, “of 
Vermont” and had another son, who 
died in infancy. Neither wife appears 
to have cared much for social activity, 
but Currier himseif, blonde and weill- 
mannered with fashionable sidewhisk- 
ers, received his many friends, includ- 
ing most of New York’s promi- 
nent and respected citizens, and dis- 
tinguished visitors, including the Eng- 
lish Prince of Wales, in his shop. He 
hada a summer home, called “The Lion’s 
Mouth” at Amesbury, Massachusetts, 
where his friends, the poet John G. 
Whittier among them, also came. For 
recreation, he shared the love of most 
American men of his day for horses, 
and kept his own trotters. His part- 
ner, Ives, was quieter and less of a 
“mixer,” and spent his off-duty hours 
with his wife and six children. Cur- 
rier died in 1888, and the firm was 
carried on by the sons of the partners 
until 1907, although on a much smaller 
scale. 

These are plain average American 
lives, and neither partner left any per- 
sonal record from which we can glean 
any clear idea of their characteristics 
and interests. Currier must have been 
well above the average intelligence to 
attract such friends as Horace Gree- 
ley, Tillman and Whittier, and Ives 
certainly had considerable artistic 
talent and knowledge, but the prints 
they made remain our only clue to 
the men themselves. And these have 
such a wide range of subject that they 
must reflect a very wide range of in- 
terest and contact. 


In fact, these rather uneventful lives 
gain a touch of romance from the 
great events and colorful life of their 
era which Currier & Ives set down on 
paper, in full color, for our informa- 
tion and enjoyment. Every President 
from Washington to Cleveland, with 
every would-be President impartially 
shown in the same size and pose, ap- 
pears in the catalogue. Abraham Lin- 
coln’s many portraits are difficult to 
explain, since he was thoroughly un- 
popular with the conservative and cor- 
rect citizens of New York, and Currier 
had previously been carefully neutral 
in his political prints. But they stand 
as proof of his liberal and far-think- 
ing mind. Other prominent Ameri- 
cans, statesmen, generals, admirals, 
with a long list of battle scenes com-

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plete a full pictorial history of the 
United States from 1835 to 1895, with 
many retrospective views. 


The growth of our cities is also 
shown in full. New York, the home 
town and the metropolis, naturally 
comes first, with many prints from 
1835 to 1888, and Central Park, its 
‘beauty-spot” and pride of the period, 
is shown in some eleven views, includ- 
ing the fine small “Skating on Central 
Park” and the large “Central Park 
In Winter, The Skating Pond” of 1863. 
Other city views, along the eastern sea- 
boards, of course, but also New Or- 
leans, San Francisco and even Salt 
Lake City and Nebraska City appear, 
with Chicago shown “as it was,” “in 
flames” and as the post-fire city. There 
are even more views of our resorts and 
finest landscapes, Saratoga Springs 
first, of course, but others picked from 
the entire continent. 


Since Americans have always liked 
to travel, Currier & Ives issued many 
transporation prints. There is a long 
series of clipper ships, which are 
among their finest, and many steamers 
and steam-boats. Those of the Mis- 
sissippi River, and their famous races, 
seem to have been of particular in- 
terest to the firm, and there are three 
Midnight Races” with four other races, 
as well as a half-dozen others, the 
two large folio pairs, “Low Water” 
and “High Water on the Mississippi” 
and “The Mississippi in Time of 
Peace” and “In Time of War” espe- 
cially worth mention. Another obses- 
sion must have been the early rail- 
road’s express passenger trains, since 
there are six of “The Express Train,” 

» N. Currier’s undated one the best, with 
three “American Express Trains,” and 
four “Lightning Express Trains.” 


The winning of the West is also 
shown graphically and accurately in 
these prints. The Indian prints are 
rather stagy, painted by artists who 
had never seen an Indian, but Palmer’s 
“Across the Continent, Westward the 
Course of Empire” of 1868, her “The 
Rocky Mountains” of 1866, Cameron’s 
“Trappers on the Prairie,” the fine 
“Gold Mining in California” and even 
such less important subjects as 
“Through to the Pacific,” “The West- 
ern Farmer’s Home” and “Yosemite 
Falls” give very clear pictures of the 
westward immigration which has such 
a large place in our history. 


Of course, the output of the Currier 
presses included any number of pretty 
and sentimental pictures in the taste 
of the day, some, but not all, still at- 
tractive, and many “comics” which 
now seem less funny. But the out- 
door scenes of country life and the 
sporting prints, which were, such fa- 
vorities then, are still “highspots.” The 
sporting prints run the entire gamut, 
from the fox-hunting series, copied 
from English mezzotints, and the box- 
ing subjects, also somewhat British in 
feeling, to such distinctly American 
prints as “Wild Turkey Shooting.” 
Fanny Palmer, again did one of the 
finest series, the shooting prints of 
1852, Tait did “Camping in the Woods,” 
and “American Hunting Scenes,”’ Mau- 
rer “Camping out” and there are many 
others. And, naturally, Currier saw

FINE STERLING 
A WORK OF ART 


Before the dawn of civilization 
everything was purely utilitarian... 
a dish was but a hollowed-out gourd

he began to embel'ish his implements 
with crude carvings, and as he im- 
proved his implements he also gave 
more attention to their decoration. 
Nowhere is the development of civili- 
zation better recorded, or man’s in- 
herent love for beauty more clearly 
shown, than in the silverware of the 
ages. Always has this glorious metal 
been deemed worthy of employing the 
talents of the finest artist-craftsmen 
of each generation. 


And so, today, it is only to be ex- 
pected that among discerning women, 
design is of extreme importance when 
purchasing silver tableware. Since 
silver, as a whole, lasts a lifetime 
one wants to be sure that its design 
is not of transitory appeal, but in- 
stead, that it will always be in good 
taste—never out of style. It should 
be remembered, too, that the beauty 
of silver is as imperishable as the 
metal itself, and, thoughtfully chos- 
en, it will become the cherished pos- 
session of future generations. 


How then can one recognize good 
design in table silver? First, look 
for good proportions and good con- 
tour. There are certain lines of har- 





prints. “The Road, Winter” of 1871 
shows him with his trotters, as 
the companion, “Summer” his brother 
Charles at Amesbury.

The farm and country scenes are 
among the firm’s finest. Eastman 
Johnson’s “Husking” of 1861 is pos- 
sibly the finest, but all their artists 
contributed other good ones, Palmer 
and Durrie “American Farm Scene” 
series, Durrie “Autumn in New 
England, Cider Making,” “Home to 
Thanksgiving” and other Winter 
scenes, Tait “Maple Sugaring,’” and 
Palmer a number of fine prints. With 
these examples, even the anonymous 
small folio prints of this type are 
good, carefully drawn and colored and, 
what is important, accurate records 
of American life. In fact, all these 
prints are accurate records, and, as 
such, are important aside from their 
decorative or cash value, and a collec- 
tion of them is truly a panorama of 
America.

Second, look for 
good balance—in well designed 
spoons, forks and knives, good bai- 
ance will be immediately “sensed” by 
taking the pieces in one’s own hands.

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ERA OF THE WHEEL 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


“The World runs on Wheels; 
or Oddes between Carts and 
Coaches.” —JOHN TAYLOR. 


While the origin of the wheel has 
long been a course of debate, there 
is no dispute that all the great var- 
iety of mechanical and technical 
ideas and inventions are direct de- 
scendants of the chariot wheel. 

The wooden disc is probably the 
earliest known form of wheel, and 
the spinning whorl, often highly de- 
corated, is pictured among the anci- 
ent Egyptians, Trojans and Asiatics. 

Back of the wheel in its crudest 
form, we find the “syctalee” or plat- 
form built between two logs, the 
“travois” or ‘“‘travail,” consisting of 
two poles lashed together in a tri- 
angle, separated by a platform. The 
front end could either form a yoke, 
worn over the head of a slave, or be 
lashed to a beast of burden; the rear 
end trailed on the ground. 

It is not known when the toothed 
wheel came into existence, but re- 
cords show that the wooden wheel 
provided with plugs was used by the 
Egyptians, and the capstan and tread 
wheel in Roman mills for pumping 
water, moving loads etc. 

After the evolution of the round 
log into the wooden disc and wood 
had given away to bronze, came the 
“tyre” the first step toward making 
the wheel capable of combating ob- 
stacles. The first tyre was made of

nails driven close together covering 
the felly like armor. These soon de- 
veloped into a single band of bronze, 
which later was succeeded by iron. 


It was not until 1800 B. C., that 
horses and chariots were brought in- 
to Egypt by their enemies, the Hit- 
tites, an ancient race of northern 
Svria and Asia Minor. 


Sumer, a territorial division of 
Babylonia, the exact location of 
which is unknown, is said by histor- 
ians to have possessed the wheeled- 
wagon and scythed chariot, or 
“sickle-wagon,” 2,000 years before 
Egypt. These were either drawn by 
oxen or the “dziggetaie,” a native ani- 
mal resembling both the ass and the 
horse. 


Mention of chariots is found in the 
most ancient records of the human 
race. In the time of Joseph, they 
were used for pageants, and Solomon 
built himself a chariot of the wood 
of Lebanon, the pillars of silver, the 
bottom of gold and the covering of 
purple. 


Among the Greeks they formed an 
important part of the great Olympic 
games, and the Scythians says Hero- 
dotus, had a covered model with a 
removable top which could be used 
as a tent. 


The ancient Egyptian vehicle had 
a movable shaft, a round wheel with 
six segements, each one attached to 
the hub by a spoke. The body rested 
squarely on the axle. 


Down the Appian Way, built by 
the Romans in the 4th century, and 
for 72 years the only road used by 
the Roman armies, rolled the “car- 
roccio” or great chariot on which the 
standards of the Italian armies were 
born, in battle. 


“In battle they (the Britons) fought

The Greeks, like the Egyptians, 
had four-wheeled wagons for carry- 
ing loads. The four-wheeled “har- 
mamaxa” in which the body of Alex- 
ander the Great was carried from 
Babylon to Alexandria, was said to 
have been drawn by 64 mules. 

The first vehicle used to transport 
man was probably the litter, or pal- 
anquin, both hammock-like convey- 
ances, often enclosed and born on 
the shoulders of slaves by poles. 

Froissart says litters were used by 
ladies of rank, and gives an account 
of the entry of Queen Isabella into 
Paris on June 20, 1399. “The litter 
of the queen was led by the dukes 
of Touraine and Bourban at the head 
the dukes of Perry and Burgundy at 
the centre and Lord Peter de Na- 
varre and Count d’Ostravant behind 
the litter, which was open and beau- 
tifully decorated.” 

The Swede Tortenson, a cripple, 
was carried about in a litter. He was 
one of the greatest Commanders and 
defeated the army of the Austrian 
Kaiser. 

“And then came the chariot with great 

horses draped in velvet to the ground, 

the chariot covered with cloth of gold.” 

—MACHYN’s Diary, 1550-1565, Funer- 
al of King Edward VI.

FAIRY GODMOTHER 


Part III 


In this issue we continue a description of the dolls belonging to young Claire Sue Bagg 
of Missouri. The collection is quite comprehensive in its scope and has many 
specimens to compete with collections of the more mature collector. 


From South of the Border from 
Mexico, there are a dozen or more 
authentically dressed dolls of clay, 
cloth and straw, in the Claire Sue 
Bagg collection. A pair of Portuguese 
dolls constructed of gay colored yarn 
stand on their own bases. Six men 
and women from Guatemala, each 
one carrying some interesting acces- 
sory and wearing handwoven native 
costume either of cotton or wool, de- 
pending on whether they are from 
the lowlands or the highlands, have 
a shelf of their own. A Bali sacrificial 
doll of bamboo is interesting; she is 
made of reed which is so plaited and 
shaped to form an hour glass figure. 
She wears a giant fan-shaped head- 
dress. A very grotesque, but fascinat- 
ing doll, is this lady from the beauti- 
ful far away island of Bali. From 
Haiti come four crude peasant dolls 
made of a rubber composition. Rubber 
dolls in this same group hail from 
Australia; each stands on its own 
boomerang base carrying miniature 
spear and boomerangs. “Nanon” from 
Martineque is a graceful Creole 
belle of the West Indies and appeal- 
ing is “Augusta Louise”, from Ba- 
varia, with her pretty face shaded 
by a large felt hat. “Evangeline,” 
is a romantic figure from Nova Sco- 
tia, looking for all the World as love- 
ly as one pictured her when reading 
Longfellow’s beautiful poem. “Ones- 
ta”, from Italy, is colorful and gay 
in her darling carnival costume. 
There are two couples from Spain, 
dressed for the fiesta and the bull 
fights. From Cuba came several red 
and yellow gowned rhumba dancers. 
There is a charming old couple from 
Copenhagen, their faces radiating 
peace and contentment. 

Dolls from foreign countries such 
as the Balkans, Denmark, Holland, 
Belgium, Turkey, Scotland, Peru, 
Greece, Egypt, Argentina, Wales, Ice- 
land, and Bermuda are all represent- 
ed in twos or threes. Most of Claire 
Sue’s dolls are in pairs, thus showing 
the different costumes of both male 
and female. 

Many happy hours have been spent 
in the company of the “Modern” dolls 
of this collection in the last six years. 
These include a 25 inch Shirley 
Temple doll, personally autographed 
by Shirley Temple herself. Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs were 
autographed by Walt Disney, who 
will never be forgotton because of 
his exquisite movie stories. Two oth- 


er characters of the movie tale are 
also in this modern group. Pinnochio 
and the beloved Jimminy Cricket, an 
animal who expresses the ever-pres- 
ent conscience of “Nokie” as the 
baby “Susie”, first cal'ed the long 
nosed wayward boy. The “Creche” 
dolls are brought out each year and 
adorn the mantlepiece. These num- 
ber twelve, with seven animals to lend 
atmosphere around the manger. 
There is a magic hand doll “Jamie”, 
whose wee hands hold any number 
of tiny toys. Margit Nilsen’s Deb-U 
Doll, is another favorite with Claire 
Sue; her arms are removable to facil- 
itate easy dressing. She is made of 
life-like Lasticoid and has a human 
hair wig of brown. Her wardrobe 
trunk is filled with a trousseau from 
wedding gown to a fur coat copied 
after those of Claire Sue’s mother’s 
trousseau. Many garments are made 
from the very material from which 
the original gowns were made. Betty 
Big Girl, is a 35 inch rag doll, as is 
Claire Sue’s “H. H.” doll, as she fond- 
ly calls her; so named because of the 
Holland Hall School uniform she 
wears. A music box is concealed in 
her tummy. 

I have been quite carried away with 
this enchanting collection of dolls. 
Any doll enthusiast such as I, could 
write on forever describing each and 
every little lovable creature in this 
collection, but time and space are 
limited so one must call a halt. Our 
wee story book princess will be old 
enough to write her own story of the 
fascinating six hundred before many 
years have rolled around.

Museum Doll Show 
The National Doll Show which is 


held annually at the Charles W. Bow- - 


ers Memorial Museum, Santa Ana, 
Calif., from. March 15 to June 1, 
opened March 15. This is a beauti- 
ful show, truly national in scope, 
dolls being sent to it from as far 
east as Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont, Massachusetts and New 
York and from many fine collections 
in the deep South as well as from the 
West. Admission of dolls is by invi- 
tation only and many outstanding 
antique dolls are thus brought out. 
No prizes are given but each exhibi- 
tor receives a ribbon “for meritorious 
exhibit.” Arrangements for the show 
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and for the display of the dolls are 
under the direction of Mrs. F. E. 
Coulter, assistant to the president 
and curator of the museum. 

Dolls are all under glass, some ar- 
ranged in miniature rooms with suit- 
able furniture; some in portrait 
frames; still others in a lovely set- 
ting as daguerreotypes, an idea which 
has been patented by Mrs. Coulter. 
The lighting is beautiful. 

The exhibit is attended by collec- 
tors from all parts of the United 
States. It opens and closes with a 
reception at which some outstand- 
ing doll authority makes an address. 

Mrs. William Walker of Louisville, 
Ky., was a guest of honor last year. 
Mrs. Walker, who knows what beau- 
ty is, being a leading florist in Louis- 
ville, says the show was a veritable 
dream world. 

Mrs. Walker, who has an outstand- 
ing small collection of dolls, largely 
with Louisville historic background, 
shares her dolls with her customers 
by displaying them among the flow- 
ers in her shop. She has frequently 
made addresses and staged doll shows 
before club groups.

Berta Hummel 


Berta Hummel, who passed away 
recently, is an example of an artist 
who lives to see her works revered 
during her lifetime. And although 
her span of life was very brief she 
had accomplished more than some 
artists who pass the century mark. 

Very little is needed by way of in- 
troduction to Berta Hummel, who as 
a small child showed great artiste 
inclination. and who was busy every 
moment of the day drawing angels, 
children and surroundings with 
which she was familiar. 

Her sketches of children are prob- 
ably among her best known subjects, 
and her favorite medium of expres- 
sion was through the use of charcoal 
and pastel cravons. 

She entered the Art Academy in 
Munich after finishing her high 
school course. It was in the Academy 
that she received from her professors 
great acclaim. She decided shortly 
thereafter, however, to devote her life 
to the religious cause and entered a 
Franciscan Convent in Germany, 
about 1931. As a nun she chose the 
name of Sister Maria Innocentia, but 
she became better known as Sister 
Hummel. In the convent, the Mother 
Superior provided her with every 
means for development of her talent. 

The word Hummel is the German 
equivalent of bee. So it was fitting 
that she should use the bee design in 
many of her signed works, a fitting 
symbol, too, for one so industrious. 

Her porcelain figures which used 
the little children of the village as 
models are probably thee Hummel] 
memorabilia which collectors most 
cherish.

“Cheung Chu”, which is being in- 
terpreted “Pearl in the Palm” in 
Chinese, is dressed in the formal dress 
of an official’s wife in Swato, China, 
during Manchu days.

The father of our little girls was

there, clothed exactly as the Com- 
munist soldiers dress. These are very 
unique and valuable. 

A nephew brought me a French 
doll from Marseille when he came 
home from the war in Germany. 
Needless to say this one means a 
great deal to us. A nurse caring for 
our soldier boys in a hospital in Paris 
made two French dolls from. whatever 
material she could find, often work- 
ing by the bedside of a patient. What 
they mean to us, you can imagine! 

Five little dolls from Palestine tell 
us a very interesting story. They 
were made by hand, perfect in every 
detail, by a refugee who fled from 
Berlin. She had worked on manikins 
in Berlin. These dolls were given for 
substantial contributions by friends 
toward the orphanage in Jerusalem 
for refugee children. 

Two Indian dolls brought from Na- 
vajo Land by a friend who was help- 
ing translate the Navajo into a writ- 
ten language are typical. “Hanako”, 
meaning “Flower,” is a Japanese doll 
which accompanied a friend home to 
this country on the Gripsholm. “Un- 
cle Essau” and “Aunt Jerusha” were 
picked up in the Ozark mountains 
and are perfect representations of 
the interesting mountain people. 

From Victoria, B. C., came several 
pairs of exquisitely carved men and 
women which originated in Canada, 
all hand made. These are souvenirs 
of trips to Canada and bring pleasant 
memories as do many other dolls in 
the collection. 

I commend a doll collection to any 
grandmother who has a child to 
whom she can pass on her collection 
when she is through with it. It sure- 
ly gives zest to life to have a hobby 
when the years pile up. I have sev- 
eral but this is one of my best.

Some “Christmas” Buttons 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


There are two kinds of Christmas buttons: those which 
display scenes or symbols connected with Christmas, and 
those which come to us at Christmas time. The latter, 
whatever their subject matter, are “Christmas” buttons in 
a literal sense and are doubly welcomed by the collector. 


The ten buttons shown herewith belong in this category, 
for they were received during the 1946 Christmas season. 
I wish I could show more; but even if I had the time and 
the space, some buttons are almost impossible to draw: 
the carved ivory roses, for example; the paperweights of 
“Adventurine” glass, and the eighteenth century thread- 
and-sequin button from Naples. I could not begin to do 
them justice. 


No. 1 is a flat brass button, with tin back. The bird 
seems to be a Kookaburra or Laughing Jackass,—an Aus- 
tralian kingfisher almost as picturesque as the names he 
bears. But the button came to me from Canada! 


No. 2 also came from our neighbor to the north. It is 
a delightful little “Door Knocker” of light green Vegetable 
Ivory, with background of finely cut lines and a movable 
ring of white V.I. (Self-shank). Since I first wrote about 
these “Door Knockers,” I have had a few faint misgivings 
as to whether or not they were Door Knockers; they mght 
be only Drawer Pulls! But they definitely appear to be 
one or the other, and since the term “Door Knocker” is 
pretty well established, I ought not to begin casting doubts 
on it, at this late date!

No. 3—This little house came from Kansas. Of bronze- 
finished brass, it has a tinted background and tin back. 
Collecting “Button Houses” (instead of all kinds of 
“Scenes”) would be specializing within a specialty,—and 
rather interesting. 


No. 4—From the antipodes came this one-piece, convex 


- brass button, with raised design. It shows the Black Swan 


of Western Australia, and is conveniently dated. (I wish 
more buttons were!) Formerly a self-governing state, 
Western Australia joined the present Australian Com- 
monwealth on January Ist, 1901, but it has retained its 
individuality and its characteristic Swan. Reverse: 
“Stokes & Sons—Melb.” 


No. 5—This flat, one-piece Cloisonné button came from 
Florence, Italy. Gold outlined, in red, green, white and 
two shades of blue enamel, it is far richer in effect than 
mere black and white can indicate. The birds are peacocks. 


No. 6 is a beaded button, made by American Indians: 
the Arapaho tribe, who make “Wind River Crafts” for 
the mission at Ethete, Wyoming. White, green, red and 
dark blue beads are sewed on a buckskin base, with most 
decorative results. Such Indian crafts are encouragea by 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, whose mem- 
bers send accumulated material to the Indian craftsmen. 
The finished products are then widely displayed and sold, 
under the auspices of the society, and of the World Wide 
Missions Handicraft Society of Boston. 


No. 7—This Grayhound ‘Crest came from England, by 
way of Canada,—a “streamlined” example of the beauti- 
ful Livery buttons made and used in England during the

last two hundred years. 
with raised design. Reverse: “Firmin—London. 


No. 8 is a curious button, made like a large “Jewel,” 
with brass setting and center of milk glass. The flat face 
of the latter is bisected -by five strands of gilt wire, drawn 
straight across in a groove, and disappearing beneath the 


collet. It came from Rome, but, like many buttons found 
in Italy, was made in France. Reverse: “R. L. & F.— 
Paris.” 


No. 9 is slightly concave, silvered, with raised design 
and black background,—a grand button for the collector 
of “Hands,” by the way! It came from Canada and re- 
minds me, for some reason, of an old toast: 


“Here is to those that I love; 

“Here is to those that love me; 

“Here is to those that love those that I love, 
“And to those that love those that love me!” 
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No. 10, like No. 4, came from “Down Under,”—Western 
Australia, not far from the city of Perth. It is one-piece 
copper, slightly convex, with the simple but excellent Shell 
design rendered in low relief. Reverse: “Miller & Sons— 
Sydney.” 


These buttons from afar appeal to me strongly, not only 
as buttons but as bits of art, history and every-day life 
from other parts of the world. Inanimate themselves, 
they transmit the glamour of far places, the thrill of past 
adventures. 


Personally, I value buttons for their backgrounds and 
associations as much as for their more obvious attractions. 
And it is indeed thrilling to receive buttons from distant 
friends. But gift buttons at Christmas (or at any other 
time!) are more than just buttons: they are friendly 
travellers with many tales to tell; they are fact and fan- 
tasy, in miniature.

Buttons in the News 
In the Miami, Fla., Herald, March 5, 1947 


That cache of pretty brass buttons 
dug up on the bank of the Miami 
river are from the uniforms of the 
Spanish civil guard and could have 
been left here from the time of Chri- 
topher Columbus to the time of open 
the Door Richard. 

Probably, though, they got dropped 
off here considerably less than a cen- 
tury ago. 

The design, which had experts 
guessing it was from everything from 
English teacups to French tapestries, 
actually is the Spanish coat-of-arms 
and everybody who has ever, owned or 
spent a cent of Spanish coin called 
The Herald to relay that information. 

One man even got the same picture 
on some Spanish tile for his bathroom 
recently, only he knew what it was 
without worrying about pirates and 
buried treasure. 

Dr. Eduardo Penya, once of Ma- 
drid, and Salvidore Lopez de Azua, a 
specialist in Spanish antiques, both 
identified the buttons and explained 
that the letters “G C” stand for 
“Guardia Civil” which stands for 
civil guard. 

Dr. Penya said the Spanish Civil 
Guard is an ancient and honorable

institution probably dating back to 
Columbus’ time. The guards wear 
grey uniforms, silver buttons, and 
three-cornered hats. They aren’t com- 
bat troops, but do guard duty, hunt 
smugglers and are comparable in 
fame and picturesqueness to the 
Canadian Royal Mounted, he said. 

But he didn’t think the buttons 
found here could be very old. 


Azua, whose father, Count de 
Azua, has a private museum of an- 
tiques in San Juan, P. R., says they 
have many of the buttons in the mu- 
seum. Until the Spanish-American 
war, in 1898, many of these buttons 
as well as other military supplies, 
were stored in Havana and that is the 
likely source of the Miami river 
cache, he thinks. 


Some _ souvenir-loving American 
soldier may have brought them home. 

The coat-of-arms as shown on the 
button includes the castle of Castille 
and the lion of Aragon. Castille and 
Aragon were united in 1479. But 
it also includes the fleur-de-lis of the 
Bourbons and the Bourbons didn’t get 
in on the Spanish dynasties until 
1700. 


Except for the Republic period, 
1873 to 1875, the design has heen the 
Spanish arms ever since. That’s a 
Granada flower at the bottom. 


Mrs. John L. Scott, Louisville, Ky., 
now visiting in Coral Gables, owns 
several identical buttons. They were 
sent to her by a friend who fought in 
the American Army during the Span- 
ish-American war. 


Francis N. T. Diller, (Miami), has 
a collection of coins including some 
from Spain dated 1775 in which the 
arms are identical. Generoso. Garcia 
(Miami), has some coins dated 1794 
and there hadn’t been any changes 
made then. 


About 200 pounds of the buttons 
were found about 30 inches below the 
ground as workers were laying a new 
cable for the Florida Power and 
Light Co. near the Miami river.

Kasiska found such letterheads attrac- 
tive in appearance and decided to em- 
bark on a collection of his own. From 
letterheads, his collection branched out 
into all fields of printed matter having 
to do with the circus. 


One of the most interesting phases 
of his photograph collection is a group 
of pictures of buildings in Baraboo, 
which originally served the circus, and 
are now employed for more prosaic 
business enterprises and industries. 

The old wardrobe building on Ash 
street is the home of a tent and awn- 
ing manufacturing company. The 
working men’s hotel, animposing 
three-story structure, is the warehouse 
for a furniture company, and the wag- 
on shops serve three concerns, a con- 
tracting firm, a bakery and the city 
street department. 

On Water street, the Ringlings built 
a long row of structures to house their 
ever-growing enterprise, and the area 
was long referred to as “Ringling- 
ville.” But what a change has taken 
place since the circus pulled up its 
stakes! 

‘The draft stock barn is now a sales- 
room and storage warehouse for a 
farm implement company. The office 
building next door is a private family 
dwelling, and the two animal barns 
which housed the lions, tigers, polar 
bears and monkeys, are occupied by a 
chicken hatchery and a used car stor- 
age for an automobile firm. 


The elephant barn, where “Baby 
Boo” was born, houses the trucks of 
a transfer company, while the ring 
stock barn which was home to bare- 
back horses, has been turned into an 
automobile salvage yard. 

One of Baraboo’s currentty largest 
industries is the Northwest Refriger- 
ating Car Manufacturing company, a 
subsidiary of the Chicago and North- 
western Railway company, and the 
plant is the former car barn for the 
circus. 

During the third of a century the 
Ringlings maintained headquarters in 
Baraboo, they made several valuable 
and lasting contributions to their home 
town. Al Ringling’s home, built in 
1906 at a cost of $100,000, and occupied 
by his family until his death in 1915, 
is the home of the Baraboo Elks lodge, 
while Ringling also constructed the Al 
Ringling theatre, the city’s principal 
motion picture palace, owned now by 
the Ringling estate and Henry Ring- 
ling, Jr. 

Several of the most imprégsive large 
residences in Baraboo were the homes 
of Ringlings. One of these houses 
was built for their mother by the Ring- 
ling brothers, and August G., Charles 
and Henry Ringling had fine homes 
in Baraboo. 

The little Wisconsin town basked 
again in the circus spotlight for a day 
in 1933 when the 50th anniversary of 
the Ringling show was celebrated. 


Ringling Brothers and Barnum & 
Bailey Circus came to town to show 
for the first time since the circus 
opened its season there in 1894. 
That year, the Circus Fans associa- 





tion held its annual convention in 
Baraboo, in connection with the show’s 
visit, and present at the celebration 
were a dozen persons who had wit- 
nessed the first performance of the 
circus half a century before. 


But no large show has visited Bara- 
boo since, and for the most part, the 
circus as a great amusement enter- 
prise and a thriving industry, is but 
a memory of other years for the older 
citizens of Baraboo, many of whom 
enjoy browsing through neighbor Bill 
Kasiska’s collection of Ringlingiana.

accurately set forth in the minutest 
detail for the craftsmen who are to 
produce it in metal. In the case of 
flatware, the design is then cut into 
steel dies for reproducing the many 
pieces of the pattern. The men who 
cut these dies are artists, thoroughly 
schooled in the fine arts, for the de- 
sign in all its modelling must be carv- 
ed intaglio in a solid block of steel. 
The hollow ware pieces are frequently 
decorated by hand-chasing or hand- 
engraving, crafts calling for the 
highest skill.

watches a month now,’ said a factory 
official. ‘Once some American watch 
manufacturers visited us and they 
almost fainted of shock at the amount 
of hand labor we used.’ 

“The cost of such craftsmanship 
makes the watches chiefly an item 
for the ‘snob trade’ and the firm lists 
among its patrons, King Farouk of 
Egypt and Leopold cf Belgium. The 
late Gen. George S. Patton Jr., 
bought four timepieces. Ambassador 
Murphy and General McNarney are 
other recent American customers. 

“The watches cost from about 
$175 to $3750 but the factory will also 
accept special orders. 


“‘“One American woman asked us 
for a watch that took five years to 
build’ said the official. ‘it was our 
most complicated job. It had 800 
pieces and 80 jewels. It cost her 
45,000 francs, but I must say it was 
a fine watch and kept excellent time.’ 

“Touring American soldiers are 
more interested in machine made 
‘Russky watches’ that cost only 10 
bucks. 

“‘They must have a big second 
hand, a black face, and radium dial,” 
said one soldier. ‘They also gotta 
sound like a grandfather clock when 
you hold them to your ear. 

““For a watch like that the Russ- 
kies in Berlin will pay us $100 any- 
time. But if it don’t tick like a ham- 
mer on an anvil they don’t want any 
part of it.’”

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What Does “Period” Mean to You? 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


People interested in the use of early 
antique furniture in their homes, deal- 
ers interested in selling such furni- 
ture, or interior decorators who must 
choose it for others, have reason to 
want to know the why and wherefore 
of period furniture. They need to 
know for their own satisfaction and to 
be able to answer the question others 
ask them. Even people satisfied with 
copies of such furniture ought 
to know what it is they are placing 
in their homes. 


_Without going back beyond the be-- 
ginning of the Jacobean period which 
started with the reign of James I of 
England and was “Jacobean” because 
of the Latin for James, “Jacobus,” one 
finds in the next 100 years most of 
the furniture periods commonly men- 
tioned. 


Preceded by the Gothic of Henry 
VII, the Tudor of Henry VIII and the 
later Tudor of Queen Elizabeth, the 
Jacobean period began with 1603 and 
endured through the reigns of James 
I, Charles I, the Cromwellian or Com- 
monwealth era, the reigns of Charles 
II and James II, to 1688. The reign 
of the second Charles is referred to as 
the Carolean period—from Carolus, 
Latin for Charles. 


A distinguishing characteristic of 
the Jacobean period is the common 
use of English o4k as a furniture 
wood, the adoption of straight lines in 
construction, with turnings, paneling 
and carving. Early Jacobean pieces 
inclined toward the squat, with low, 
square chair-backs. Gate-leg tables 
came in then and came to stay. This 
does not refer to tables that merely 
have two swinging legs in addition to 
the standard four. To be a gate-leg 
table there must be two gate-legs, 
built like a gate, not merely hinged to 
swing out. During this period tables 
were coming into more common use 
and that increased the demand for 
chairs of suitable height and form to 
use with them. 


Toward the end of the Jacobean pe- 
riod there came to England styles 
brought by Charles II who returned 
from exile in Flanders bringing with 
him tendencies to stray further and 
further from the left-over forms of 
the coldly severe, strictly utilitarian 
Commonwealth era. The reign of 
Charles II, often referred to as the 
Restoration, brought more gayety and 
luxury, a lighter atmosphere. Card 
playing and other table games became 
the rage, requiring suitable tables and 


chairs. Similarly the vogue for the 
newly popular beverages; tea, coffee, 
chocolate, helped this demand. 


In this Carolean period there came 
into furniture styles much carving of 
roses, acanthus leaves, crowns, spirals, 
scrolling. There came cane chair- 
backs and seats, twist turnings, split 
bannisters, Spanish feet, lacquering 
and the first real upholstery. 


When James II abdicated and fled 
from England in 1688, the legitimate 
successor to the throne was his eldest 
daughter, Mar, who proceeded to 
reign with her husband, William, a 
grandson of Charles I and an heir to 
the throne in his own right. 


The reign of William and Mary 
developed a furniture period of its 
own, subject in considerable degree to 
the Dutch influence, as might be ex- 
pected with the incoming of. William, 
Prince of Orange, and his following, 
which resulted in many Dutch work- 
ers and designers finding their way 
to England. 


Comfort in furniture became a more 
important factor. Lighter pieces that 
could be easily moved about, curved 
lines that were better adapted to the 
human figure. Less of the stately, 
more of the homelike in interior fur- 
nishing and decoration. No more Eliza- 
bethan “Great Beds of Ware” or Ital- 
ian Renaissance Byzantine buffets. 
Upholstered chair seats and backs 
came into common acceptance and ap- 
preciation, inspired largely by the 
styles of Louis XIV imported from 
France. 


Walnut, an ideal wood for carving, 
came into its own as an outstanding 
furniture wood. Details of design 
ran to serpentine stretchers, bun feet, 
cup turnings, hood tops, shaped 
aprons, paneling, marquetry. People 
came to know, too, what “easy” chairs 


~ were. 


After the death of Queen Mary in 
1694, William reigned until 1702 when 
he was thrown from a horse and died 
as a result of a broken collar-bone. 


Then it was that Queen Anne, sec- 
ond daughter of James II, came to the 
throne and the period of Queen Anne 
styles, as they developed from the 
continued William and Mary and 
Dutch combination, came into being. 
Many people today can remember the 
day of the American popularity of 
the “Queen Anne cottage,” of which 
its was said, “Queen Anne at the front 
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and Mary Ann at the back.” This 
type of house was a revival of the 
Queen Anne period as applied to arch- 
itecture toward the close of the 19th 
century. 


The Queen Anne period lasted from 
1702 to 1714 and here are some of 
the identifying features of that day: 
walnut as a furniture wood, with ma- 
hogany as a runner-up; cockle shell 
carving as an ornamental central fig- 
ure in many designs; cabriole legs 
which the Dutch designers had 
brought across the channel, later to 
become an outstanding feature in the 
work of Thomas Chippendale. Ball- 
and-claw, club and paw feet termi- 
nated many of the Queen Anne period 
legs. Marquetry was largely used 
where broad surfaces—as table-tops, 
doors, etc.—permitted. The cyma 
(saima) curve, a double or compound- 
ed “gs” curve or wave, came to be a 
distinctively Queen Anne feature. 
Fruit garlands, latticework, swelling 
scrolls were set out by profuse gilding. 


The Queen Anne period probably 
deserves more credit than is commonly 
given to it for its advances over what 
had preceded it. It avoided some of 
the ornate extremes of the Dutch de- 
signers and was a step toward a more 
distinctively English style of furni- 
ture. The English people liked the 
style of that day and were rapidly 
becoming more “furniture conscious.” 

Following the Queen Anne period 
came the Georgian, that most impor- 
tant of all the English periods in 
furniture designing. The period of 
Georges I, II, III and IV lasted from 
1714 to 1830 and included the brief 
English “Empire” period of 1820 to 
1830 which followed after the French 
Empire. . 

During these years worked Chip- 
pendale, 1740-1779, Heppelwhite, 
1770-1790, Adam Brothers, about 
1770-1790, Sheraton, 1780-1806. 

Some of the characteristic features 
of Chippendale’s work were both 
curves and straight lines adaptea 
from the Queen Anne styles; such de- 
tails as cabriole legs, ball-and-claw 
feet, ladder backs, pierced back- 
splats, fine carving, Chinese feet, His 
chair backs in Gothic or Chinese types 
varied from the cabriole legs to 
straight legs. The backs of his chairs 
were fanciful with carvings in rib- 
band and pierced patterns. They were 
typically rectangular with serpentine 
top-rails. They might have vase, 
spoon or ladder forms with excellent 
carving. Chippendale was very catho- 
lic in his choice of patterns and his 
fancy roamed throughout the whole 
of furniture designing of all nations 
and he helped himself to anything he 
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liked, reminding one of what Rudyard 
Kipling said in his memorable verse. 
“When ’Omer smote ‘is bloomin’ lyre, 

He’d’eard men sing by land an’ sea; 
An’ what ’e thought he might require, 

’E went and took the same as me.” 

His ribband chair backs were often 
a mass, not to say a mess, of rosette, 
tassels, ribbons, carvings and fancy 
work. His work often went Oriental 
to an extent that caused it to be term- 
ed Chinese Chippendale. It should be 
mentioned that he was very success- 
ful in designing beautiful game tables, 
tea tables, mirror frames and larger 
pieces. 

It was well toward the close of 
the Chippendale era that George Hep- 
pelwhite began developing an indivi- 
‘ual style that became highly popular. 
{ts outstanding features were light- 
1ess of treatment coupled with grace 
and elegance. He was devoted to the 
lesigning of chairs and successful as 
1e was with all other types of furni- 
ture, it was the chair that stood out 
us representative of his most popular 
work. 

His chairs favor _ shield-shaped 
backs, the same shape being used in 
nany of his mirrors. Curves of the 
most artistic type are an outstanding 
Herppelwhite feature. 

No one designer had a monopoly of 
any form of furniture architecture. 
All reached over into all other de- 
signers’ distinguishing characteristics. 
Still, each of the great masters of 
furniture design .was identified with 
some special style of treatment, as 
Chippendale was master of the cab- 
riole leg, Heppelwhite of the chair, 
Sheraton of the straight line, Adam 
Brothers of the adaptation of the clas- 
sic forms. 

The early cabinet workers of the 
Jacobean period had had less incen- 
tive to achieve beautiful results than 
those who came later in the era of 
foreign French influences. Lduis XIV 
had died before Chippendale and his 
confreres came into the field, but there 
was a lingering Louis XIV influence

and Louis XV brought into popular 
consideration the French rococo styles 
and Sheraton was called “The English 
Louis XVI.” The so-called “Regency” 
period was that of the minority of 
Louis XVI who came to the throne 
when five years old, upon the death 
of Louis XV in 1715, the country be- 
ing governed until 1726 by the Duke 
of Orleans as regent. Rich textiles 
were used on furniture during the 
Louis reigns; Aubusson tapestries 
with Watteau designs, silk brocades, 
Gobelin tapestries, Utrecht velvet and 
other famous fabrics of the era. 
Fringes, tassels, balls, had their rage. 
Furniture was definitely headed away 
from the crudely utilitarian and was 
marching, largely under French in- 


fluence, on toward the more elaborate, 
more artistic styles, sometimes too 
fancifully bedizened, too showy, too 
gingerbready. 

All of the French styles found their 
way in more or less modified form to 
the England of the Georges. After 
this, during the French Empire, about 
1800 to 1825, English makers became 
students, not to say followers of that 
somewhat ponderous and pretentious 
style, in its day referred to as “The 
Antique.” It was during this Empire 
period that Duncan Phyfe came to 
New York and began making his 
famous furniture which became iden- 
tifiable under his own name rather 
than that of any period.

Another Dealer’s 
Opinion 
Everyone in antiques abhors the 


“boomed” piece. It is desirable. It is 
there. But it is not available! The 
owner does want to sell it. It is of- 


fered to every dealer who comes along! 
Another might get it and finally per- 
haps one buys it. Every dealer would 
confess to the presence of a number 
of these “bad buys” in his shop, nowa- 
days. 

Dead antiques. It would be better 
for the business in general if all deal- 
ers could move these pieces at the 
“right” price. But what is the “right” 
price for his “bad buy” (right for 
everybody that is). Many antiques 
are unique, and in different condition. 
Shoppers are always asking for this 
particular antique. Where and when 
nowadays can he get a piece similar 
to the “bird in hand” at the right price 
to him. 

Almost any dealer will readily ad- 
mit, quoting from Mr. Farrington 
“that he can go out and buy all the 
good, bad or indifferent antiques he 
needs—if he will pay the o~ asked.” 
But, again quoting Mr. Farrington, 
“It is the desire of every dealer or 
householder to get out of each piece 
the very last possible dollar.” Only 
antique dealers and householders? 
One might have included at least a 
few candlestick-manufacturers. 

Also there is the desire of every 
householder on the buying end of the 
business to get every piece for the 
least possible dollar. She admires the 
$400 cherry table (I never saw one of 
those yet) but buys another table from 
a different dealer who got and gives 
his table to her cheaper. Boomed an- 
tiques usually end up standing idly in 
shops at a loss to the dealer. It isn’t 
often that the “consumer” really pays 
the antiques dealer the boom price for 
an antique. It isn’t the selling price, 
and the dealer who tries to get it loses 
all his possible customers for the 
piece, usually has to sell finally for 
less than the shrewd dealer who has 
his eye always on selling price. A 
buyer gets a bargain, which is by the 
way, still possible in antiques, and 
part of the adventure of antiquing, ad- 
venture which has gone altogether out 
of other “standardized retail business.” 

Some actual selling prices are, rela- 
tively, high because of demand con- 
centrated on things that are not ac- 
tually rare but only rare on the market 
at the present time; if prices gener-

The dealer is almost obligated to 
handle these items, and the buyer is 
getting what he wants when he wants 
it, while the non-buyer whose opinion, 
if correct, that it is “too high” walks 
out but also does without. We would 
all rather pay the high price for a 
new car if we could get one now—we 
won’t be as interested in getting one 
ten years from now though they might 
be cheaper by then. 

In the (still free) economy of the 
antiques market it is the individual 
buyer who sets the correct price for 
the time, the buyer, not “the public” 
—the buyer, that is, with good taste 
and sound judgment. 

This is also still a free country, and 
if a dealer regards prices generally in 
his line as too high, he is free to start 
the downward trend by reducing his 
own.

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When Broken Dishes First Became Important 


By BILL KANE 


Some day I hope to complete re- 
search that will indicate when the 
ancestors of most of us began to 
sit indoors to eat, with knives and 
forks, dinner plates, cups and sauc- 
ers, and enough time to become 
esthetically aware of the nature of 
the dishes and what they contained. 
| begin to have definite notions, and 
| think the year was about 1815, in 
America and in Europe. 

The Chinese were centuries ahead 
of Western pagans, ‘with bowls, cups 
and saucers and chopsticks for in- 
dividual use while our ancestors were 
eating out of a communal bowl or 
pot, knifing and wolfing their stews 
and meat pies, standing outdoors to 
eat most of the year, not sufficiently 
their own masters, in so far as time 
and labor went, to dare to ke relaxed 
and leisurely. 

What year our ancestors ceased 
toiling from dawn to dark is doubt- 
less known to many of us. Did it 
take the American Revolution and 
the French Revolution and the Na- 
poleonic wars to free the spirit and 
mind of most of our great grand- 
fathers? I think it did. It required 
six hundred years of the idea of the 
equality of man after the Magna 
Carta, before one of our forebears 
“not born to it” could have safely 
possessed a comfortable chair and a 
bowl of any refinement. What is 
more, the chances are good that he 
could not honorably have acquired 
either. 

Thoughts of this sort always come 
to my mind when, as happens time 
and again, the proud possessor of 
heirloom dishes says: “My great 
great great grandfather, who was 
here before the Revolution, used 
these dishes.””’ The weak link in a 
chain of family knowlege of the pos- 
session and use of any antiques is 
that the grandparents of today’s 
owners had no idea of the value that 
passing time would bring to their 
commonest household gocds, so there 
was seldom any precise oral state- 
ment or written record. Abcut im- 
portant antiques owned by wealthy 


or fortunate ancestors there is likely 
to be some family record. But ex- 
cept in families of merchants ana 
sea-faring men, whose account books 
have survived, there seldom is any 
way to authenticate other long-time 
family possessions. And in so far as 
dishes are concerned, unless the ware 
is Chinese, it may as well be taken 
for granted that the date is more 
likely to be 1883 than 1783. This 
applies to most Oriental china made 
in Occidental shapes, to practically 
all Staffordshire tableware, to the 
ware called Lowestoft, which is real- 
ly Chinese export percelain, to Dres- 
den, to Limoges, to all pottery ana 
porcelain made in sets for dining 
table use. 


That this is true is one very ex- 
cellent reason why historical Staf- 
fordshire, some of it made as late as 
1860, the recognizable and _ scarce 
pieces of pre-1800 Liverpool, Leeds, 
Bristol, Worcester, and other Eng- 
lish wares such as Whieldon and ear- 
ly Wedgwood, and the truly early 
French, German and Italian potter- 
ies and porcelains fetch such high 
prices. This is whv even Stafford- 
shire of years to 1830 and the Liver- 
pool transfer jugs and bowls that 
‘were made in moderate quantities 
after 1815 are too scarce to permit 
every collector to haye as many 
pieces as he would like. 


The facts about family word ot 
mouth authentification of china neea 
some amplifying. The usual state- 
ment is: “My grandmother says that 
so far as she knows her parents al- 
ways had this china.” That state- 
ment is generally true, and it estab- 
lishes the date as circa 1880. If 
plates with rims, soup plates, plat- 
ters, cups slightly larger than tea 
cups, tureens and coffee pots are 
among the pieces, these are Occiden- 
tal shapes, and even if the decoration 
is Chinese, such dishes are seldom 
more than 60 years old. I repeat that 
that is why pottery is worth quite a 
good deal, and is scarce, if the na- 
ture of the ware or the decoration or 
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British Registry Mark symbolizing desire 
of British potter to protect design of 
transfer printed on wares made between 
1842 and 1883. The year of registry is 
indicated by the letter printed in the 
space left blank in this reproduction 
under the Roman number IV. A showed

Sometimes a 
maker omitted the symbol that showed 
the year of first registry, probably be- 
cause he did not want his design to 
seem dated and not up to the times! 





other facts prove early making. 

One of the remarkable facts that 
impress the student of history is 
that whenever a great human need 
has come into existence, the human 
ingenuity and the practical means 
always seem to arise to fill that 
need. Civilized man always comes 
up with brains enough to meet the 
demands of his enviroment. When 
enough of our ancestors were ready 
to make living a decent procedure, 
and mass demand for table ware, for 
dishes that would stand use and 
washing three times a day, was in 
its very beginning, the methods and 
the skills needed to provide those 
dishes were also beginning to fune- 
tion. 

The method of printing designs on 
earthenwares, discovered in Liver- 
pool in 1748 by John Sadler, was by 
1800 in use in ali the Staffordshire 
potteries. In the beginning Sadler & 
Green had a monopoly of transfer 
printing, and the important conse- 
quences of this will be the topic of 
other articles. The means of inex- 
pensive, neat, mind filling and reas- 
onably esthetic decoration were avail- 
able. Also by 1800, the Staffordshire 
potters, under the impetus given to 
their craft by the discoveries of 
Wedgwood, Turner, Wood,. and others,

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were able to make porcelain and 
semi-porcelain in quantities at prices 
that even the comparatively poor 
could afford. 


I shall try later to write simply of 
these discoveries also, but I am de- 
termined to hew to one line of inter- 
est in each of these articles for HOB- 
BIES. More than one better man 
than I have failed to convey the facts 
about pottery and porcelain be- 
cause he tried to cover too much in 
brief compass. What I seek in this 
article is to show ‘why not great age, 
but elements of beauty and useful- 
ness, and comparative scarcity are 
really the attributes of most china 
that interests Americans because it 
could have been the tableware ot% 
their ancestors. 


By 1800 the Staffordshire potters 
were beginning to make fine transfer 
printed wares of all kinds in quanti- 
ties. Parcelain and all degrees of 
vitreous wares were being made. 
Some of the latter were forerunners 
of the Ironstone, Graniteware and 
Pearlstone that were the first com- 
monly used dishes in America. The 
Napoleonic Wars postponed wide dis- 
tribution until about 1820. At that 
time a French writer and traveler, M. 
Faujas de Saint Ford wrote of Eng- 
lish pottery: “Its excellent workman- 
ship, its solidity, the advantage which 
it possesses of sustaining the action 
of fire, its fine glaze impenetrable to 
acids, the beauty and convenience of 
its form, and the cheapness of its 
price, have given rise to a commerce 
so active and so universal, that in 
traveling from Paris to Petersburg, 
from Amsterdam to the farthest parts 
of Sweden, and from Dunkirk to the 
extremity of the south of France one 
is served at every inn upon English 
ware. Spain, Portugal and Italy are 
supplied with it; and vessels are load- 
ed with it for the East Indies, the 
West Indies and the continent of 
America.” 


Broken dishes became important 
when there were enough dishes in use 
so that replacing them amounted to 
something. 'This happened ‘when sets 
of chinaware began to be used by 
enough of our ancestors so that com- 
petition to fill their needs was worth 
while. This was about 1842. In that 
year the British laws for registering 
trade marks were applied to designs 
on earthenwares. Potters who chose 
to protect, not the material, not the 
shapes of dishes, not methods of man- 
ufacture, but the transfer printing, 
registered their designs and were 
permitted to print a prescribed mark, 
like a diamond shaped tag with a 
round top, on the backs of pieces of 
china. The law was amended in 1867 
and was repealed in 1883. 

I have seen in print and often have 
heard very broad interpretations of 
this permissible but not obligatory 
registration. I have heard careless 
students exclaim joyously that this 
registration process clears up all am- 
biguity respecting Staffordshire ware 
in particular and English wares in 
general between the years 1842 and 
1883. This emphatically is not so.

intended for mass selling, and very 
soon in the minds of potters the idea 
of protecting designs became second- 
ary. Makers sought to mark their 
dishes so that users seeking to add to 
sets or to replace broken pieces might 
have a ready means of identification. 

The intense competition among Staf- 
fordshire potters for the growing and 
profitable demand, especially from 
America, lead to the adoption of 
simpler means of marking. Designs 
and process of printing were perfect- 
ed, colors were carefully handled, and 
distinctive. names, somewhat sugges- 
tive of the nature of the designs, 
were bestowed and printed on the 
bottoms of plates and platters and 
sometimes on other pieces. 

My observation is that only a small 
percentage of Staffordshire china pro- 
duced in the years 1842 to 1883 that 
could have been registered is marked 
with the registry symbol. Potters 
who had _ established * reputations 
marked their products or did not 
mark them, and perhaps the wishes 
of china dealers had something to do 
‘with the presence or absence of the 
mark. 

I have myself never seen the Rd. 
tag with round top on hard or soft 
paste porcelain, on well molded vases 
or figures, on any ware made by 
Wedgwood, Wood, or Turner and 
some others, on any Worcester, on 
any dark blue historical Staffordshire, 
on Gaudy Dutch, on even moderately 
good lustre, in fact my observation 
is that its presence or absence on 
table wares is of no great importance. 

I grant that it may be interesting 
to find the mark on a piece, study the 
data of the British Patent Office re- 
specting the interpretation of the 
letters and numerals, and arrive at 
the conclusion that the design was re- 
gistered at an early date. But in 
ascribing the date of making, caution 
is advised, for of course once a de- 
sign was registered the mark ap- 
propriate to the year of registration 
was applied until 1883, when the law 
was repealed. 

If as may happen one time in a 
hundred, only a very few dishes were 
made after the registration, because 
the potter changed his mind, or dis- 
covered that competitors were sup- 
plying satisfactorily the evident de- 
mand, then the mark which as I 
maintain is usually evidence of mass 
production may indicate only an in- 
tention. 


Let me summarize. The first dish- 
es of our ancestors were usually eith- 
er Chinese or British, and most of 
our table ware heirlooms may safely 
be ascribed to a date no later than 
1883, unless the words “Made in Eng- 
land” or in some other country or 
European Province once a political 
entity, appear on the dishes. Then 
the time of making can be no earlier 
than 1890. 

I have seen the word “England” 
used with the registry mark. I have 
never seen the words “Made in Eng- 
land” with the British Registry mark, 
The reason for the latter is, of 
course, that it is a modern require- 
ment of the United States that when-

ever possible articles not antiques in- 
tended for importation shall be 
marked with the name of the country 
of origin. 

As with every aspect of china 
mania, there is an exception to the 
statement that the presence or ab- 
sence of the British registry mark is 
of no great moment. Because Majo- 
lica was neither mass produced in 
sets, nor maintained in open stock in 
quantities by china stores in this 
country, buyers will usually pay more 
for Majolica bearing the British re- 
gistry mark than for the same pieces 
not marked. 

I hope it is evident that though my 
judgment is that the British regis- 
try mark does not necessarily add to 
the value of pieces bearing it, the 
mark has symbolic meaning, and its 
presence on a dish indicating making 
— 18838, surely does not lessen its 
value.

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Death of America’s 
Foremost Collector 


The death of Henry Ford removes 
one of the greatest collectors of all 
time from the earthly scene. His in- 
terest in collecting lives on, however, 
in the many historical projects which 
he sponsored. 


Mr. Ford liked to -collect person- 
ally, and brought a large part of the 
collections in Greenfield Village 
Dearborn, Mich., on private collecting 
trips. It is related that he and Mrs. 
Ford enjoyed driving through the 
countryside and stopping at antiques 
shops on the way to browse. 


He also had scouts and buyers out 
looking for historical objects for his 
museum projects. One buyer said 
that he was instructed to pay fair 
prices but not to purchase when the 
price had been raised to an outland- 
ish height. He said that Mr. Ford, 
like other rich men, would shy away 
from deals in which it would appear 
that he might be taken for a sucker 
buyer. 


Among Mr. Ford’s greatest enter- 
prises in the collecting field was 
Greenfield Village, at Dearborn, 
Mich., which is known internationally 
for its many historical and artistic 
phases. On the 250 acres which is the 
setting for the great industrialist’s 
collecting enterprises are many rep- 
licas of buildings depicting the early 
American scene. They include: 


Edison’s laboratory from Fort My- 
ers, Fla., his laboratory and work- 
shops (reconstructed) from Menlo 
Park, N. J., and Smith’s Creek Rail- 
road Station, where he was ejected 
from the train for accidentally setting 
fire to the baggage car while exper- 
imenting with chemicals; Luther Bur- 
bank’s ranch office from Santa Rosa, 
Calif., Clinton Tavern, from Clinton, 
Mich., built in 1832; tollhouse cobbler 
shop from the banks of the Merri- 
mac River of which Whittier wrote; 
courthouse from Lincoln, IIl., where 
Lincoln practiced law; village store 
from Waterford, Mich.; post office 
from Phoenixville, Conn.; fifteenth 
century Cotswold cottage from Ched- 
worth, England; log cabin; Michigan 
farm house; grist mili and carding 
mill; 110-year old cottage; red brick 
schoolhouse which Ford, himself, at- 
tended; glass-blowing plant; apoth- 
ecary shop; Sally Jordan’s boarding 
house, first residence to be lighted 
with the incandescent lamp; and rep- 
licas of a tintype gallery, the town

The Edison Institute of Technology 
at Dearborn owes its establishment 
to the benevolence of Mr. Ford. It 
was dedicated in 1929 and opened to 
the public a few years later. Its 
museum covers the history of Amer- 
ican industry and life, and the col- 
lections and exhibits cover the de- 
velopment of agriculture, all types 
of farm machinery, evolution of the 
plow and threshing machines, garden 
tools, transportation, utensils, furn- 
ishings, horticulture and floraculture 
in all of its phases, among other 
things. This museum revolves about 
a school of trades and trade history 
where the exhibits form the main 
textbooks. 

Mr. Ford did not concentrate ail 
of his interests in Americana at 
Dearborn. In 1923 he bought the 
Wayside Inn estate in Massachu- 
setts, consisting of some 3000 acres. 
The Inn was restored and opened in 
1924 as a shrine to the American 
public. The inn, originally built in 
1683, was the scene of Longfellow’s 
“Tales of a Wayside Inn.” 

In none of these enterprises did 
Mr. Ford ever gouge the public. 
Those who have visited Greenfield 
Village will recall that the admis- 
sion and other attractions were all 
moderately priced. And at the Way- 
side Inn the fee was only 25c admis- 
sion. This tenet of business was re- 
vealed in Mr. Ford’s dealings from 
the days when he produced his first 
automobile. i 

Edsel Ford, only child of Henry 
Ford, who passed away a few years 
ago, inherited his father’s love for 
the historical and he was one of the 
great boosters for the projects start- 
ed by his father. Provisions of the 
Ford Foundation will carry on the 
great heritage which they left to 
America.

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Jacob Verzelini - Maker of Fine Goblets 


Venetian drinking glasses were first 
introduced into England in the Four- 
teenth Century, and the demand for 
them steadily increased until they 
were often accounted as equal in 
value to those made of silver. 


Glassblowers from Venice first went 
to London from Murano in 1549 to 
work at their trade. About 1570 a 
group of seven or more Venetians 
were imported by Jean Carré, a glass- 
maker from Lorraine. These men, 
who were under contract to make 
drinking glasses in the Venetian 
style, worked near the Tower of Lon- 
don, probably in the dining-hall of 
the House of the Crutched Friars 
where, it is believed, Venetian glas- 
ses were made almost continually 
from 1549 to 1575. 


According to Thorpe, in his “Eng- 
lish Glass,” there emerged from the 
ranks of this group of craftsmen one 
Giacomo (or Jacob) Verzelini, the 
greatest early figure in the English 
glass making. The entry “Joseph, a 
Venetian glassmaker,” which appear- 
ed on a record of the newly-arrived 
workers, may have concealed the iden- 
tity of this remarkable person whose 
name, spelled variously Verseline, 
Vassaline, Verseleen, Vercelyne and 
Vesyntym, was destined for fame in 
the history of fine glass. 


It is known that Verzelini was born 
in Venice in 1522 and that as a young 
man he went to Antwerp, where he 
may have been with deLame when he 
started his glasshouse there in 1549. 
About 1556 Verzelini married Eliza- 
beth Vanburen of a fine Antwerp 
family. When, at the age of fifty, he 
went to London with his wife and 
several children he was probably well 
on the way to success. It is said, al- 
though not with certainty, that he 
went to manage Carré’s glasshouse 
and to take charge of six Venetians 
who were servants there. After Car- 
ré’s death, Verzelini became his em- 
ployer’s successor although he had no 
official standing; he could not acquire 
property because he was  unnatur- 
alized. 


As his business prospered he en- 
countered much opposition from Lon- 
don shopkeepers who were importing 
glass from Venice, Antwerp, and other 
foreign cities. It is therefore not too 
surprising that, early on a Sunday 
morning in 1575, a fire of unexplained 
origin broke out in the glasshouse 
while the furnaces were being tended 
by a skeleton force. The fire com- 
pletely razed the establishment. . 

To forestall further trouble, Ver- 
zelini applied for a Royal Privilege, 
an action which brought forth vehe- 
ment protests to the Privy Council 
from his rivals among the glass mer- 
chants. Nevertheless, on September 
15, 1575, he received his famous Mono- 
ply Patent from Queen Elizabeth 
granting him the sole English right 
during a period of twenty-one years” 

. for the makynge of drynkynge 
glasses suche as be accustomablie 
made in the towne of Morono... 
“The glasses were to be sold as cheap 
as or cheaper than those commonly 


imported, and no similar glasses were 
to be made within the Queen’s domin- 
ions by other glassmakers or to be 
imported. It was further stipulated 
that the science and art of making 
“Venetian” drinking glasses was to 
be taught to the Queen’s subjects. 


The following autumn Verzelini set 
up another glass furnace in_ the 
Crutched Friars’ House in Hart 
Street, Aldgate, where, it is said, he 
made use of a furnace that had been 
used by Venetians ‘who came to Lon- 
don in 1549. He also opened a branch 
on Broad Street. To keep pace with 
the increasing demand for his glasses, 
he imported skilled craftsmen of dif- 
ferent nationalities from the Nether- 
lands to work with the original staff 
and British workmen who were being 
taught the Venetian technique. 


Verzelini became naturalized in 
1576, and by 1581 he was a man of 
importance in the parish of St. 
Olave’s- at -the-Crutched Friars. A 
devoutly religious man, he was a suc- 


cessful master and apparently beloved & 


by his workers for they settled in 


homes near his and married in hisf 


service; many named their children 
after him and his daughters. 


At the age of seventy he retired to 
his estate at Downe, near Orpington 
(Kent), where he lived for fourteen 
years. He visited London frequently, 
and his death occurred in a house 
near his glass works. In the little 
church at Downe, where he is buried, 
there is a memorial brass plate bear- 


ing his portrait and that of his wife, § 


together with the figures of his six 
sons and three daughters, and a shield 


of arms impaling Verzelini, Vanburen, — 


and Mace. 


An enterprising man, Verzelini was ’ 
probably the first glassmaker to use § 


soda-ash made from seaweed and sea- 
side plants in the production of glass 
instead of the usual crude potash 
made from fern and wood ashes, and 


he was the first to achieve success inf 


making Venetian “cristello” in Eng- 


land. 


Glasses by Verzelini are extremely 
rare today; there are only eight 
known pieces that can be definitely 
ascribed to him. They bear dates 
from 1577 to 1590, which fall within 
the period of his exclusive patent. 
Three other glasses having similar 
characteristics of texture, color, form, 
and decoration do not bear dates and 
therefore cannot be attributed with 
certainty to the great artisan. 


The earlist known Verzelini goblet, 
in fact the earliest known English 
drinking glass, which has _ recently 
been acquired for the Steuben Col- 
lection in New York, is a superb piece. 
It is dated 1577, two years after Ver- 
zelini was granted his patent by 
Queen Elizabeth; it antedates by elev- 
en years the goblet in the British Mu- 
seum, dated 1586, which, for many 
years was believed to be the only Ver- 
zelini glass in existence. 


The 1577 goblet measures seven 
and seven-eighths inches high; its

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straight-sided bowl of smoky-tinted, 
minutely bubbled glass is four and a 
quarter inches in diameter. The orig- 
inal stem and foot are missing; they 
were ingeniously replaced, probably in 
the seventeenth century, by a silver 
stem in two sections, and a _ wide- 
spread pearwood foot with a narrow, 
cnased silver rim. 

The diamond-point engraving on 
the bowl is characteristic of Verzelini 
glasses; it depicts a continuous hunt- 
ing scene with a hound pursuing a 
unicorn and another hound pursuing 
a stag; the figures are equally spaced 
and are separated by four trees. This 
hunting motive is very similar to 
those on two other goblets by Ver- 
zelini, one in the Cluny Museun, dat- 
et 1578, and another known as the 
“Dier Glass,” in the Victoria and Al- 
bert Museum, dated 1581. Like these, 
the earliest glass bears joined initials 
R-B and I.B. and a date, indicating 
that it was made for a wedding. 

All the known Verzelini goblets, al- 
though somewhat different in size and 
shape, are too fragile to have been 
intended for everyday use. In fact, 
they all have inscriptions which in- 
dicate that they were made as com- 
memorative pieces for betrothals, wed- 
dings, and christenings. 

More than by any other character- 
istic, Verzelini glasses can be recog- 
nized by their distinctive engraving.

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“WHAT PATTERN SHALL I COLLECT?” 


By CAURTMAN HOUSE 


It is no wonder that collecting pat- 
tern glass has become so popular in a 
comparatively few years. Primarily 
is is not something to be viewed from 
behind closed doors as are so many 
collections, but has a definite utility 
as a table service and for decorative 
purposes, Then, too, it has the faculty 
of conforming not only to the old 
country house, entirely furnished 
with antiques, but also to the modern 
city apartment as well. Even from 
the ranks of those who once pro- 
claimed it “tin peddler’s” glass have 
risen enthusiastic collectors. Who 
would think of pewter as anything 
but a treasure now days? But still, 
years and years ago it was used by 
those who couldn’t afford a better 
ware. 


There are many factors to con- 
sider before selecting a pattern to 
collect. Many have bought hit and 
miss, only to regret that they had 
not studied more about old glass and 
decided upon one design suited to 
their use. Complete table services in 
patterns such as 
Lion, Three Face, Bellflower, Thou- 
sand Eye, Rose in Snow and Wild- 
flower which have been favorites of 
long standing run into a great deal 
of money. However, there are a host 
of attractive patterns to choose from 
which generally may be found at 
modest prices and which are just 
elusive enough to make the search in- 
teresting. The wise beginner of to- 
day will collect a pattern not in too 
great demand with the assurance 
that in a few years hence the invest- 
ment will be doubled and tripled. 


No pattern is complete as to every 
form, so care should be taken in 
knowing just what forms are to be 
found in each pattern. In most cases, 
combining another pattern to fill out 
a service does not detract from the 
selected one, but tends to enhance its 
charms. One of the most attractive 
and effective designs is the Dewdrop 
with Star. The goblet and cordial 
appear to have been made at a later 
date, at any rate they haven’t the 
brilliance or beauty of the other 
forms. Most collectors feel they de- 
tract from the other pieces. The 
stately Diamond Quilted goblet and 
two sizes in wine glasses in amethyst 
or blue are favorites to use instead, 
or if the service is wished to be kept 
entirely in crystal the Popcorn. or 
Hand patterns combine nicely. There 
are fourteen different sized plates in 
this pattern, the eleven inch one be- 
ing one of the most beautiful forms 
of all pressed glass. Unfortunately 
these plates are very scarce. The 
ten and eleven inch Sheaf of Wheat 
Daily Bread plate may ‘well be sub- 
stituted for the eleven inch Dewdrop 
with Star. 


There are around three hundred 
different patterns of glass collectable 
in sets, and of this amount about half 
do not include plates. At first collec-

tors were skeptical in starting pat- 
terns no matter how attractive the 
design might be if the ever needed 
plate were unattainable. Some have 
solved the situation by combining the 
opaque open edged plates which are 
to be found in milk, blue, black and 
green glass. The most popular de- 
sign of these open edged plates is 
the so called SS edge which is to be 
found in four sizes, ranging from one 
large enough to be used as a service 
plate down to one of bread and but- 
ter size. There is also a large bowl 
with the same design which may be 
used for a center piece. Then, too, 
plates from other patterns may al- 
ways be found that will harmonize as 
well as the odd plates which include 
Double Vine, Arched Leaf, Grant 
Peace and many others. In fact, no 
matter what form may be lacking, 
any service can always be rounded 
out without detracting from. it. 


A book might well be written on 
color and color combinations. But it 
will suffice to say that a great deal of 
patience is needed to collect sets in 
amethyst, apple green, slag and 
opaque white in the Blackberry and 
Strawberry patterns. Vaseline glass 
which shows to such advantage in the 
sunlight should never be used under 
artificial light. It tends to lose its 
color and sparkle and becomes leaden 
in appearance. 


In almost every pattern one or 
more forms are generally difficult to 
find. In late patterns such as Emer- 
ald Green Herringbone and Emerald 
Green Beaded Grape, the plates and 
goblets are scarce. Panelled Thistle, 
one of the latest desirable patterns 
seems to be more or less plentiful.in 
every form but the goblet. Of the 
many patterns ten have been selected 
showing the forms which are hard 
to find; Blackberry (milk glass)— 


celery, water pitcher; Bleeding 
Heart—plate; Dahlia—double egg- 
cup; Horseshoe — cordial; Inverted 


Fern—cordial, plate; Moon and Star 
—goblet; Pleat and Panel—butter 
chip; Shell and Tassel—goblet, vase; 
Thousand Eye—eggcup, wine glass; 
Wildflower—turtle salt, cake basket 
with metal handle. 


In grandma’s day hors d’oeuvres 
were unheard of, so of course, there 
are no hors d’oeuvres dishes, but the 
water trays of her day serve this 
purpose. There is no good reason 
why old forms cannot be made to 
conform to present day needs. Usual- 
ly butter dishes without covers can 


- be bought very reasonably. They 


find use as cereal or soup dishes, and 
filled with shaved ice they are just 
right for serving grapefruit. Certain 
jam jars such as Lion which do not 
have a flange to hold the cover can 
‘well be converted into ale glasses. 
Spoonholders are now used for al- 
most anything except spoons. There 
seems to be no end of putting the old 
forms to new uses, and fortunately

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in being put to new uses they are not 
conspicuous, but seem to be made for 
the purpose. 

The old designers and pattern 
makers looked far and wide for their 
designs. It appears that nothing 
which could be turned into a design 
was overlooked. Many were purely 
conventional ones which even includ- 
ed Greek and Egyptian motifs. From 
plant life flowers, fruit, grain and 
trees were favorite subjects. Others 
commemorated famous people and 
historical events. The Horn of Plenty 
butter dish with knob in the form. of 
Washington’s head is an interesting 
example, as not only does the knob 
commemorate a famous person, but 
the Horn of Plenty design which was_ 
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first made under the name “Comet” 
was inspired by Halley’s important 
discovery. Animals from the camels 
of Egypt to the polar bears of the 
North Pole were used. Even P. T. 
Barnum’s famous elephant “Jumbo” 
adorns a pattern known by his name. 
In certain forms of this pattern ap- 
pears a head which is said to be that 
of Mr. Barnum. From mythology 
come the Cupid and Venus and 
Psyche and Cupid patterns. 

For horse fanciers is the Horse- 
shoe; the seaside home, the Cape 
Cod; the hunter, Powder and Shot; 
in fact for everyone there is a pat- 
tern. The only thing that remains is 
to decide on one and then to enjoy 
the hunt! 





A ROSE BY ANY OTHER NAME 


_While we were writing these pages, 
a friend approached us with the sug- 
gestion that we note, under the fore- 
going caption, the lamentable situa- 
tion which now exists with regard to 
the New England Glass Co., and its 
products. The particular complaint 
seems to be that many collectors are 
willing to buy New England glass 
only when it is offered to them as 
Sandwich. There has long existed 
understanding, even among the least 
lettered collectors, of the fact that 
all lacy glass was not Sandwich. They 
have known, in a general way that 
this glass may have come from Sand- 
wich, Pittsburgh, New England, or 
Providence. Yet, with the reputation 
that Sandwich has earned, the collec- 
tor is unwilling that his glass be at- 
tributed to any of the other sources. 
Deming Jarves himself went to Sand- 
wich from the New England Glass 
Co., where he learned his trade. Cer- 
tainly this fact alone ought to put a 
higher association value upon the New 
England products for the collector. 
As far as the comparative quality of 
the two products is concerned, it is a 
fact that New England always pol- 
ished its glass, while Sandwich did 
not always perform this final opera- 
tion, which, while making the produc- 
tion more costly, added a great deal 
to the appearance and desirability of 
the glass. Certainly the European 
market was receptive enough to the 
New England product, for we know 
that at the very inception of lacy 
glass, the New England Glass Co., 
was making a really important quan- 
tity of glass for export purposes. The 
cut product of New England was well- 
enough made to have sold freely in 
competition with the wares ‘of Ireland 
and England. There were several 
patterns produced at the New Eng- 
land works which are now erroneously 
attributed to Bristol, Waterford, or 
Cork. The many ardent collectors of 
New England glass feel justified in 
their estimation of the aesthetic value 
of its products as at least the equal, 
and in some types the superior of that 
produced at Sandwich. Hence, the 
caption which appears at the head of 
these notes. It is concrete evidence 
that at least one of the New England 
Glass lovers is sounding the first call 


for a definite decision as to the status 
of this lovely glassware in collector 
lore. There is, he insisted to us, no 
basis for this misattribution and deli- 
perate attempt to ignere one of Amer- 
ica’s oldest and finest glass houses. 


Nor does this situation apply only 
to New England, for the other houses 
which have been ignored in the ever- 
increasing desire to own a piece of 
Sandwich were also producing a fine 
quality glass in beautiful and divers- 
fied patterns and forms. Perhaps the 
most maligned of the group are the 
glasshouses which flourished in Pitts- 
burgh and were contemporary with 
those in the East. Nowhere is there 
available lovelier glass than some of 
the early flint products of the Pitts- 
burgh houses. Honest in treatment, 
superior in quality, and carefully 
pressed these pieces are almost uni- 
que in glass history. Some of the 
forms, especially the block pressings 
which just antedated the general pro- 
duction of patterned glass, are uni- 
que in concept, as well as superbly 
made. Occasionally one encounters a 
Pittsburgh covered vegetable dish; the 
base low and interestingly squat, the 
cover sweeping upward in a magni- 
ficient arc to an amazing, but grace- 
ful height. This is a form which is al- 
most unique in applied design, a bit 
of original and native ingenuity, a 
touch of an inherent feeling for form 
which has, from the beginning, char- 
acterized our American folk-prod- 
ucts. We feel justified, incidentally, 
in referring to these early pressings 
as folk-art. They certainly have all 
the ingenious naivete of our other 
folk - products, and _ chronologically, 
they do represent our first gropings 
for expression in pressed glass for 
actual table use.

We hope they will, and offer a 
few suggestions to the bride in the 
way of attractive backgrounds for 
that important function, the meal. 
We also hope to implant ideas in the 
friends of the bride as to very ac- 
ceptable wedding gifts. 

The bride is usually a novice in 
culinary arts and, probably, in enter- 
taining, but if she is clever she real- 
izes that it isn’t always the elaborate 
menu so much as the manner in 
which it is presented that appeals to 
her guests. Old glass, in all its va- 
riety of forms and colors, used in an 
appropriate setting has set the pace 
for many parties and has been re- 
membered long after the menu was 
forgotten. 

If a new matron asks her brides- 
maids for lunch on a hot July day and 
seats them at a table set in frosty 
Rose-in-Snow on blue mirror reflec- 
tors with pink roses nodding a dainty 
greeting, do you think they will ever 
forget it? We wager they will ask 
her where she bought the glass much 


more quickly than they will ask for 
her recipes when they learn that the 
glass is old and that the bride can 
tell a story or an amusing ancedote 
in connection with any of the pieces. 
At that time the first stirrings of an 
onset of “glass fever” will be felt by 
more than one of those present. The 
bride could be assured of the same 
resulting interest if she used blue 
Wildflower on lace with yellow mar- 
guerites and pink larkspur. Very 
feminine indeed! : 

If, for that first important dinner, 
she lets snowy damask and gleaming 
silver enhance the sheen of Bellflower 
by candlelight she creates a stimulus 
to which her guests are prompt to 
respond with genial talk and warm- 
ing friendliness. 

Old glass is so very adaptable that 
a bride may interpret any mood by 
its use. She will look far to find a 
pattern more ideally suited to a mod- 
ern feeling than our old Pleat and 
Panel. Neat, tidy, cleancut, and an- 
gular enough for the most ardent 
modernist, it still retains that in- 
definable air of restraint which is the 
complement of good taste. 

She may be quaint with opaque blue 
covered hens for chicken and egg 
dishes or sea food served on milk-

white fish-shaped plates. If she 
chooses to be gay green Herringbone 
or green Beaded Grape on a yellow 
cloth will reflect her mood unerringly. 

For a mellow and reflective mood, 
let her try amber Medallion or amber 
Rose Sprig on old pine. The sheen 
of pine accentuates the rich color of 
the glass. 

She may welcome Thanksgiving Day 
with Stippled Grape and Festoon, 
purple grapes spilling from a large 
compote, the rich colors of autumn 
flowers in celery vases on the mantel; 
these are gracious dignity for a mood 
of charm and pleasant responsibility. 

On a rainy, depressing day she puts 
the sunshine right on the table with 
canary yellow Daisy and Button to 
stir jaded appetites. She brings a 
rainbow into every room in her home 
with glass lamps, match holders, ash 
trays, vases, jars, and the myriad 
small pieces to be found in all the 
jewel colors of old glass— amethyst, 
opal, topaz, crystal, amber, and all 
their lovely tints and shades. 

So it goes, dear bride—find a mood, 
match a color to it and choose a pat- 
tern in old glass that expresses your 
feeling—and may you live happily 
ever after!

Famous Goblet 
Brought to America 


Steuben Glass of New York, leading 
American designer and manufacturer 
of fine crystal, purchased in London 
recently at auction the world famous 
Verzelini Goblet, the earliest known 
English drinking glass, it was an- 
nounced by Arthur A. Houghton, Jr., 
president of the company. 

The price paid was $5,600, said to 
be more than double the amount ever 
paid previously for a single piece of 
glass at a public sale. The auction 
took place at Sotheby & Company 
on New Bond Street. Cecil Davis of 
London, noted glass antiquarian, re- 
presented the American purchasers. 

This is said to be the only example 
of Verzelini’s work ever brought to 
America. 

The goblet, eight inches tall, was 
made by Jacobus Verzelini, glass- 
maker to Queen Elizabeth. Various 
hunting scenes and the date 1577 are 
engraved upon it. 

Only eight pieces of Verzelini glass 
are recorded; all except the piece that 
was recently sold are in museums or 
destined for public collections. This 
goblet is the earliest recorded, ante- 
dating the example in the British Mu- 
seum by nine years. 

“We consider ourselves very for- 
tunate to have acquired the Verzelini 
Goblet,” said Mr. Houghton. “It is 
the most famous piece of English 


. glass in existence and the price paid 


for it was very reasonable. Actually 
we were prepared to go higher to ac- 
quire it.” 

Steuben has assembled the largest 
collection of English and Irish an- 
tique glass pieces in the country. 
Among the noted examples are the 
Ravenscroft Goblet (1676), the 
Beilby Goblet (1765), an Old Pre- 
tender glass (1720), and many other 
outstanding specimens.

ware of this kind was in greatest 
vogue, it is represented by such 
scenes as a view of Detroit, the Mar- 
ine Hospital at Louisville, and Tran- 
sylvania University at Lexington. 

Although nearly all pottery of the 
period was of English origin, its 
makers had no scruples about cater- 
ing to American patriotism. Heroes 
of the Revolution, therefore, were 
favorite subjects. Included in this ex- 
hibit are many pieces bearing the 
likeness of George Washington, the 
Marquis de LaFayette, John Paul 
Jones, Stephen Decatur, Benjamin 
Franklin, and others equally repug- 
nant to the British. 

Chicago subjects, not to be found 
in the early ware, made their appear- 
ance later in the 19th century. A ser- 
ies of Royal Cauldon plates in the ex- 
hibit depict Fort Dearborn, the Court 
House in 1865, the Chicago Harbor in 
that year, the first school, the Opera 
House, and the original University of 
Chicago. 

Giving variety to the exhibit are 
pieces of French and American por- 
celain used during the administra- 
tions of Washington, Madison, Mon- 
roe, Jackson, Lincoln, Grant, and 
Benjamin Harrison. There are also 
examples of lustreware — pitchers. 
mugs, cups, and saucers decorated 
wholly or in part with lustre — much 
in demand in the first half of the 
nineteenth century. 

The nucleus of the exhibit is a col- 
lection of blue Staffordshire ware 
made years ago by the late Charles 
H. Conover, and donated to the Soci- 
ety by his son and daughters. Other 
pieces in the exhivit were gifts of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles B. Pike, Dr. 
and Mrs. Otto L. Schmidt, Mrs. E. C. 
Chadbourne, Mrs. George A. Carpen- 
ter, Bradford M. Leadbeater, Joseph 
Adams, Adolph B. Babcock, and Or- 
ville E. Babcock.

Millefiori Paperweights 

While many pecple admire and col- 
lect paperweights of the millefiori 
type few of them can explain how 
they are made when asked. So, inas- 
much as this question is often asked, 
I’m trying to throw a bit of light 
on the subject. For reference I have 
referred to Lanezay’s “Glass Making.” 

Millefiori weights are those having 
flowers or bouquets in the glass and 
how they are incarcerated therein is 
pretty apt to mystify one. 

Small glass tubes of different colors 
are neatly arranged in the cavities of 
a thick molten dise of glass according 
to the pattern of the object to be rep- 
resented. The tubes are now enclosed 
between two layers of glass, achieved 
by placing on one side of the disc 
holding the tubes a layer of crystal 
to which the tubes shortly become at- 
tached. Now the disc is removed and 
a second layer of crystal placed on the 
opposite side. 

The desired design is now in the 
center of two layers of glass “sold- 
ered” together. But it is still shape- 
less, so, in order to make it hemis- 
pherical in form, the crystal is re- 
heated and shaped by means of a con- 
cave spatula of moistened wood. After 
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proper annealing and wheel polishing 
it is a finished millefiori paperweight. 
It is believed this type of paper- 
weight originated in the Venetian 
glass factories. The idea spread 
quickly in Bohemia and France and 
all have contributed many beautiful 
specimens throughout the years. The 
French Baccarat weights have been 
much sought after by collectors be- 
cause of their workmanship in perfec- 
tion of color and design. American 
weights need no boost by this depart- 
ment. Collectors know their excellence 
and any good one that is turned up 

soon finds a haven in a collection.

It was another anxious day for 
Mrs. A. A. Boehm of Minnesota as 
she worried about her two sons, Shel- 
don and Richard, who were fighting 
overseas. She sighed, then picked up 
a copy of HOBBIES, which a friend 
had lent her, and began to leaf 
through it.

hobby of bell collecting and helped 
her over the anxious days. As soon 
as her sons learned of this new inter- 
est, they highly approved, and began 
sending her bells from countries in 
which they were stationed. She now 
has 168 bells, representing 20 foreign 
countries and 22 of our states. 

Mrs. Boehm considers her most 
beautiful bell a fragile Dresden china 
one, a gift from Sheldon, who lived 
for a while in the abandoned 50-room 
stone Rimberg castle in Germany, 
from which the bell was taken. The 
former home of Gen. Von Brautisch, 
once chief of staff under Hitler, the 
place had been ravaged by the re- 
treating Germans and was under ter- 
rific shell fire even while the Ameri- 
cans were there. In the castle were 
many works of art, including a Rem- 
brandt painting, which the Germans 
had looted from France and the low 
countries. 

“It 'was sheer miracle that the bell 
was not broken.” Mrs. Boehm laughs. 
“It was banged around in Shelly’s 
barracks bag for months before he 
finally got a chance to send it to me. 

The Minnesota collector has slave 
bells, temple bells, camel bells, ele- 
phant bells, sleigh bells. From China 
is a modern-looking enamel bell with 
a handle mounting of an old Man- 
darin hat top of yellow crystal and 
filagree silver. From India are four 
enamel decorated elephant bells and 
a pair of round, flat bells shaped like 
doughnuts, which are used on the legs 
of falcons and other birds to signal 
their presence. 

Mrs. Boehm tells an interesting 
story about her camel bell from 
Greece. “As caravan after caravan 
crossed the desert the bells rang out 
through the night. If anything hap- 
pened to the bells, the camels ‘would 
stop completely, refusing to eat or do 
anything else camels are supposed to 

ty) 


Another interesting bell is a slave 
call bell, used by southern ladies 
long ago. It is of three mother-of- 
pearl shells, mounted on marble and 
held in place by dainty filagree work, 
and was made in France. 

“There’s just no point in feeling 
blue and sorry for yourself, says Col- 
lector Boehm. “Just find yourself a 
hobby and go after it!”

The 3-cent, 15-cent souvenir sheet, 
and 5-cent air-mail stamped envelope 
to do honor to the centenary of the 
postage stamp this year are now un- 
derway. 

The 3-cent stamp will be first plac- 
ed on sale May 17, 1947. The stamp 
will be of special-delivery size, ar- 
ranged horizontally, printed in blue 


ink by the rotary process and issued 
in panes of 50. An initial printing of 
125,000,000 stamps has been ordered. 

The 15-cent souvenir sheet will be 
first placed on sale May 19, 1947. The 
souvenir sheet will be 2.67 by 3.87 
inches in size, arranged horizontally, 
printed by the flat-bed method. An 
initial printing of 10,000,000 has been 
ordered. 

Collectors desiring first-day canvel- 
lations may send self-addressed ¢n- 
velopes, not in excess of 10, to the 
Postmaster, New York, N. Y., with 
postal note or money order to cover 
cost of the stamps. 

The 5-cent air-mail stamped enve- 
lope will be first placed on sale May 
21, 1947. Collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of the stamped en- 
velope may submit requests to the 
Postmaster, New York, N. Y., for 
not more than five envelopes, plainly 
indicating full name and address for 
each envelope. Remittance must be 
made in accordance with the follow- 
ing price list: 

1 cover $0.06; 2 covers $0.11; 3 
covers $0.16; 4 covers $0.22, 5 covers 
$0.27 e 

Collectors are asked not to send a 
covering envelone for return of first- 
day cancellations. To expedite hand- 
ling, first-day covers will be canceled 
by machine so far as practicable. 

For the benefit of collectors, the 
centenary commemorative stamp and 
centenary souvenir sheet will be on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency, Wash- 
ington, 25, D. C., on May 19 and May 
20, respectively. The Philatelic 
Agency does not sell stamped enve- 
lopes and does not service covers.

Pulitzer Issue 

A special 3-cent stamp in honor 
of the 100th anniversary of te birth 
of Joseph Pulitzer was first placed on 
sale at New York, N. Y., on April 
10. The central design of this stamp 
is a copy of a portrait of the renown- 
ed journalist and newspaper publish- 
er. The stamp is 0.85” by 1.44,” ar- 
ranged horizontally, printed by the 
rotary process in purple and issued 
in panes of 50. An initial printing 
of 100,000,000 stamps was ordered. 
First day covers were issued from 
the New York. N. Y., post office. 

The design for the Pulitzer stamp 
was suggested to the Post Office De- 
partment by Carl W. Ackerman, 
Dean of the Columbia University 
Graduate School of Journalism, 
which Mr. Pulitzer founded. It was 
through Pulitzer’s efforts that funds 
were raised for the erection of the 
pedestal on which the Statue of Lib- 
erty now rests and which to this day 
throughout the world is a symbol of 





hope and opportunity. The quotation 
on the stamp is that of Pulitzer and 
expresses his conviction that a free 
press and a government based on the 
principles of democracy are insepar- 
able. The portrait on the stamp is a 
reproduction of a painting by John 
Singer Sargent.

The Post Office Department inaug- 
erated “Air Letter” service to all 
foreign countries on April 29. 

Designed for the purpose of world- 
wide mailing for ten cents, the Air 
Letter sheet is the post sequel to the 


-Mail. 

Unlike V-Mail, however, Air Let- 
ter sheets are not to be photographed 
but are designed to average a mini- 
mum of 150 to the pound. The sheets 
are approximately 12 x 8% inches 
unfolded, including the flap, and 5% 
x 3% inches folded. 

Distinctive in its design, the enve- 
lope when folded bears the words 
“Air Letter” and “Via Air Mail—Par 
Avion.” 

No inclosures are permitted in the 
new Air Letter, Post Office Officials 
said. If anything is enclosed, these 
letters will be sent bv surface trans- 
portation. Messages are to be written 
in the inner side of the sheet, which 
can be folded into the form of an en- 
velope on which is printed postage 
stamp and bears regular air mail 
markings. 

Air letters will be given all avail- 
able air service to foreign countries 
of destination, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s Office announced. These letters, 
however, may not be sent under re- 
gistration. 

Air Letter sheets manufactured by 
private concerns under permit, as ap- 
proved by the Post Office Department, 
will be accepted for mailing after ten 
cents in postage has been affixed, it 
was announced. 

The Air Letter marks another step 
toward closer linking of communica- 
tion with the rest of the world. 

The 10-cent “Air Letter” was first 
placed on sale in Washington, D. C., 
and first day cancellations were pro- 
vided for those collectors requesting 
the service.

For “Old Ironsides’’ 
Commemorative 


The stamp collectors and collecting 
groups and clubs should at once 
write their congressmen, all of them, 
about a bill placed before Congress 
on March 20th, 1947. This is H. J. 
Resolution No. 156, introduced by the 
Hon. Sterling Cole of the 39th New 
York District. 

This “authorizes and directs the 
Postmaster General to issue a com- 
memorative stamp in honor of the 
150th anniversary of “Old Ironsides.” 

The old “Constitution” is to have 
a permanent home and complete care 
in some dock yard of the country. 
There is herein a chance that we can 
have one commemorative stamp that 
will be universally approved and his- 
torically correct” and not emanating 
from some political drive by local 
persons for a local “picture stamp” 
for political reasons. 

Collectors should write their con- 
gressmen at once, expressing their 
desire, mentioning the bill and ap- 
proving Representative Cole’s per- 
sonal effort, also stating their soci- 
ety affiliation, if any. 

This is a chance beyond the usual. 
The collectors have approved some, 
often half heartedly—the flood of 
political commemoratives. Now let 
all hands approve this truly histori- 
cal commemorative, and do it now.

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of one fiord and up another one. Look 
at the map, even now the water route 
looks easier.

Overprints and Surcharges 


Some experiment on the current 
crop of “overprints and surcharges” 
on Chinese issues, seems to suggest 
that the use of a stock book page 
with transparent pockets, (we won't 
fight about “acetate” or other names) 
in which the overprint is readable and 
arrangement can be. by visibility 
made to conform to the current cata- 
log or some other, till mounting 
time, is worth mention. 

Because these tiny overprints have 
many variations— space, position, 
characters (I suppose highbrows say 
“ideographs”?) It takes time and 
patience. And savings of both can be 
— by use of the transparent pock- 
ets. 


One user says:—“It saves me time. 
I can leave the job and get back to it, 
knowing the item I had stdpped at, 
or with. Of course the acetate (he 
said it) cannot be crimped as can 
manila pocket pages, but that is the 
latest on storage, not the current sort- 
ing, and the result has been many 
hours saved. I use the black page 
with transparent pockets.” 


I suppose the “crimp” means the 
turn of the extreme top edge with 
the tongs to allow easy insertion. 
That is an old habit. It was first sug- 
gested by P. M. Wolsieffer, and he 
demonstrated the method, back in

1910. So it is nothing new but he 
was far ahead of his time. 

But another question comes, and I 
quote it (for an answer maybe, but 
for thought). This chap says:—The 
tlags on Chinese issues seem to be 
pretty well in register, and while 
maybe printed on plate press, still if 
register is possible in China, why not 
here. The Bureau says its presses 
will not (or cannot) do such work? 
It is not sure the colors are added on 
a plate press, but the question of re- 
gister is surely proven and the issues 
would suggest that a flag or two in 
colors, on our issues, wouldn’t make 
any one very disgruntled.

Short Topicals 


Some time ago there was a remark 
about possible examples of “short” 
Topicals. It was then said that the 
joking professor who said his topical 
would be “the Hen” or “Gallus dom- 
esticus” ... had selected possibly the 
“shortest possible subject.” Comes 
now a young lady with an idea. 

“I would like to know the subjects 
for topicals that could, or can be 
completed on one page. My idea is 
that I could put the stamps on one 
page and the explanation, data, phila- 
telic check points (perf. wmk.&c) 
on the next page, thus separating 
stamps and literature, and aiding the 
examing guests’ enjoyment. 

Well, that is a thought. Some top- 
ics would go on a page, some would 
crowd a page and still “go on”. Some 
would look lonely. Some would be 
selections from larger tepicals may- 
be and still in themselves wisely iso- 
lated. A suggestion on that came 
from a Religious topical expert. She 
had already put the Belgian “Des- 
cent from the Cross” on a single 
page and with no written or other 
comment or titling, save for the next 
page. Nothing but the border on that 
one. Perhaps this will leave the topi- 
cal collector a chance at additional 
art work on titles and sub titles. The 
possible outlook seems quite interest- 
ing. 

Similarly there are some “Topi- 
cals” that seem to be almost endless, 
and surely they are growing faster 
than most collectors of such things 
can acquire them. 

The one that extends fastest is 
“Portraits.” And if one were to go 
back to the beginnings, there would 
be, even with a single sample of the 
oldest ones, quite some outlay. The 
same collector remarked: 

“Fortunately, there are proofs or 
reprints of most of the oldest Victor- 
ian portraits, and that helps, but 
Victoria surely did get her features 
made into more nationality profiles 
than any other person shown on 
stamps.” 

You can easily prevent this, even 
if you can’t get the coveted item. See 
the Victorian profile in the early 
Australians and Colonials. A few 
even have a_ suggestion of the 
aquiline nose supposed to hail from 
the nation of Dante, the best example, 
and some noses are almost “pug”, or 
at least nearly so. And as one girl 
said, “What a hair-do.”

H. R. Harmer, Inc., New York, N.

The re-issue of 1862 Ifr lake o. g. and 
very fine (340) approached catalog at $36 
and the 1862-71 20c blue o. g., vertical 
tete beche pair, one stamp with minute 
thinning ($125) brought $60. The 5fr 
gray lilac on lavendar of 1863-70, 0. &.. 
and very fine but for minute rust spot 
on one perf. ($100) sold for over cata- 
log at $115. In the 1870-73 issue the 
tete beche pair of the lie bistre on rose, 
off-center, (350) brought $36 and in the 
1876-78 issue the 25c ultramarine oO. 8. 
and very fine but for two nibbed perfs. 
($125) reached $56. 

A used copy of the le Prussian blue 
of the 1877-80 issue, lightly postmarked, 
average centering ($75) sold at $52. In 
the later issues of France the 1929-33 
20fr, type Il, o. g. and very fine ($100) 
brought $65 and a very similar copy, 
$62.50 


The semi-postals sold around % cata- 
log with the 1917 War Orphans, 5fr + ofr 
($65) fetching $42 and a slightly better 
copy, $48. In the airpost issues the two 
lie de France o. g. and very fine, usual 
eentering, brought $70 and $240, respec- 
tively. 


French Offices abroad also brought 
keen competition.

The early issues of Nossi Be in very 
fine condition, o. g. or used brought 
around three-quarter catalog. In Somali 
the 1894 5fr carmine o. g .and very fine 
($125) brought $65 and the 1894-1902 50fr 
o. g. marginal copy, superb, ($100) prac- 
tically reached catalog at $95. In Tahiti 
keen interest was shown for the 1893 is- 
sue the 2c o. g. ($125) bringing $80, the 
same stamp used in piece ($125) bring- 
ing $62, tne 4c o. g. and very fine ($85), 
$67.50 and the 25e yellow on small piece 
($200), $120. The 35c, o. g. and fine 
($200), $77.50. 

In Togo, the 1915 25pf, very fine on 
piece ($250) brought $120. 

The Free French issues of the Colon- 
ies also sold exceptionally well, notable 
realizations being Cameroons, 1940, first 
Spitfire on cover ($115) fetching $125, the 
second Spitfire issue of 1941, 0. g. set 
($150), $78. The rare Free French issues 
of St. Pierre & Miquelon were represent- 
ed by the 1941 Noel set tied on four 
small registered censored covers ($50) 
selling at $72.50 and the complete o. g. 
set, all varieties small ‘O’ in ‘Noel” 
fetching $100. The second Noel issue of 
1942 o. g. set ($125) excited bidding to 
$175.

Gold Is King 


From time immemorial, Gold has 
motivated the actions of man. It was 
the search for gold that sent our 
early explorers on their hazardous 
discoveries of new lands and eventu- 
ally brought the far-stretched com- 
munities into a “One World”. Gold 
has always been a measuring stick 
It was the 
scarcity of the metal, not the aban- 
donedness of it, that transformed 
our gold coins into gold bars. The 
obsoleteness of coins to make them 
unpopular with collectors, but the 
discontinuance of gold coins seems 


' to have increased interest: in them. 


The lure of gold has grown to be 
inactive. The newcomers who have 
seen: no gold coins outside of coin 
collections, seem to get the impres- 
sion that gold coins are, and always 
have been, a reserve stock to back 
up the coins of other metals in cir- 
culation, and not for circulation 
themselves. However, up to the time 
President Roosevelt discontinued the 
circulation of gold coins, the “yellow 
shiners” were much in evidence. For 
example, a news report says that in 
1896, the California state >-“strong 
box” had $5,111,000 on hand, and of 
this amount $5,013,395 was in gold 
coins. This balance in the treasury 
consisted of coins paid into it through 
taxes, etc., by the citizens of the 
state, thus showing that gold coins 
were in very wide circulation. 


Don’t sell your gold coins short; 
the love of gold, dating back cen- 
turies, seems to be inherent in the 
human mind; although now obso- 
lete, people will instinctively collect 
the symbols (gold coins) of riches 
and power. Trade Dollars and othe1 





obsolete coins may have passed into 
the realms of the “forgottens”, but 
gold coins will continue as “musts”. 
Gold is the “good health” of mone- 


tarism, the show-piece of numis- 
matism. 

Booker T. Washington 
Memorial 


The Booker T. Washington fifty- 
cent piece is not just another com- 
memorative half-dollar—it Is more 
of a memorial or monument to the 
“Father” of negro emancipation from 
extreme racial prejudice. It is not, 
like so many such coins, just of local 
interest—it is nation-wide, yes 
world-wide in its application. Booker 
T. Washington, like all great educa- 
tors, belongs to the country at large 
and not just to the community in 
which he lived; no more than does 
George Washington belongs to Vir- 
ginia or Abraham Lincoln to Illinois 
(and Kentucky). The sculptor of the 
coin was also a negro, the first of his 
race to make a model for our cur- 
rency. New Commemorative coins as 
a rule go begging for they are usu- 
ally considered fillers-in for complete 
sets, and there are not enough “com- 
plete setters” to absorb them in 
great volume. The Booker T. Wash- 
ington coin will not be just anothex 
type, absorbea only by active coin 
collectors, it will be a coin all to it- 
self, the first and only American coin 
designed by a negro and commemor- 
ating a negro, and no matter how 
large the issue, it will be absorbed 
in great numbers by the negro race. 
It will not be just another coin in 
your commemorative set, it will, like 
the Fugio cent, the Martha Wash- 
ington half-disme, the Trade Dollar, 
fill a niche of its own. 


Oddities - Freaks 


Hunting for freaks has always 
been considered a child’s game, and 
freak coins a child’s toys, but of late 
the game has grown in popularity 
and the grown-ups are playing it. 
Where it was once only a side-issue, 
it is now becoming a phase of numis- 
matics. It appeals strongly to the 
average person because he doesn’t 
have to buy his coins, he finds them 
in his change. And, too, it is a fore- 
runner to other phases of collecting; 
in scanning his change for freaks he 
occasionally runs across odd coins 
that he puts to one side and soon 









has a regular collection in addition 
to his freak one. In time his freak 
collection grows into a regular coin 
one. One enthusiast when twitted 
about his freaks twitted back with 
“What are some of the varieties and 
die breaks of our early coins but 
freaks?” More and more the term 
“freak” is being dropped and “oddity” 
substituted, and “freakers” becoming 
“odditers”; and oddities are becom- 
ing a recognized phase, not a mere 
sideline, of coin collecting. Most od- 
dities are found in pennies, as so 
many are struck, although other de- 
nominations furnish their share. 

Oddities come in many variations. 
The three legged buffalo rickel was 
at first termed a freak, then an od- 
dity, and now a type. Leroy Gabriel 
of Ohio has a 936 cent, that is, 1936 
cent with the 1 missing, which by 
the way is only one,=but the most 
interesting, of his many oddities, 
all picked up in his daily change. 
So don’t apologize for your hobby, 
call yourself an odditer, your collec- 
tion one of oddities. You are not a 
freak and your specimens are not 
freakers. 


Rings From Yap 


Mr. Ray Janda, a returned boy 
from the Pacific war front exhibited 
at a recent meeting of the H.A.N.A. 
(Kansas City) many specimens of 
the ring money from the Island of 
Yap. The rings are made by the 
natives from shells, are white, and 
vary in size from a half-dime to a 
fifty-cent piece, but, strange as it 
may be, they are not valued as to 
size, but by their workmanship. A 
perfect ‘‘coin”, even though very 
smaH, is worth more than a poorly 
“minted” large one. Unlike our 
money, it is the grade of workman- 
ship and not the size that sets the 
value. His: collection shows rings 
from very poor to extra fine work- 
manship, and of various sizes. 
Roughly the rings have a value in 
Yap of about a dime in the United 
States. Mr. Janda regretted that he 
could not bring home one of the large 
stone “coins” from Yap, for, as he 
said, it would make such an ideal 
grind-stone. 


And Why Not? 


Mrs. Josephine E. Danenhower of 
Ambler, Pennsylvania, comes for- 
ward with a timely suggestion. “Why 
do they not issue a commemorative 
coin for the New Orleans Mint? 
Surely it is worth it; they raise mon- 
ey for other memorials, why not for 
the “O” Mint?

The commemora- 
tive Convention Taler, Bavaria, 1828, 
has the head of the Queen surround- 
ed by the portraits of the eight chil- 
dren. 

Has He changed his mind by now? 
On the 20 lire, Italy, 1922, Victor 
Emanuel III Commemorative coin, is 
the Fascist motto:—“Better to live 
one day as a lion, than 100 years as 
a sheep.” 

The Last Place one would expect 
to find counterfeiting would be in a 
besieged city where the metal, the 
dies, and the minting operations 
would all be in charge of the mili- 
tary Commander. How could a 
counterfeiter possibly equip himself 
to produce passable coins, and who 
would he pass them on? Who would 
take the chance? Yet siege money 
of Cattaro, 1818, and Landau, 1702, 
both were designed so as to prevent 
counterfeiting. 

Pennies From Meters. From Pasco, 
Washington, comes the news that 
every Saturday a woman comes into 
the city treasurer’s office and buys 
about 12,000 pennies collected during 
the week from the town’s parking 
meters. But she sells the pennies for 
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more than the $120 she pays for 
them. In each batch she finds about 
200 coins worth anywhere from 4 
cents to $15. 


Placer Mining furnished metal for 
much of the Gold-dust currency of 
the mining camps. It is gold taken 
from the sands of streams; the word 
“placer” in this connection means 
“sand bank”, and is of Spanish 
origin. 

Booby Traps. The constant warn- 
ing to our soldier boys was “Beware 
of booby traps”. And this same 
warning should be dinned into the 
ears of new collectors. Beware of 
altered dates, mint marks and de- 
signs. If in doubt, consult an expert 
—don’t be a boob and fall for a 
booby. The old time warning “Don’t 
take any five-dollar gold nickels” 
(centless nickels plated with gold) 
has been replaced with “Don’t buy 
any copper-steel pennies” (steel pen- 
nies plated with copper). Some one 
once said,’ “the first booby trap I 
ever encountered was a sprig of 
mistletoe.” 


Statistics Upset by a cow. A 
February AP news item from Wash- 
ington says:—Mrs. O’Leary’s cow 
caused Uncle Sam no end of book- 
keeping trouble if she actually set 
off the great Chicago fire in 1871 by 
kicking over a lantern. The Treas- 
ury, in reporting the value of paper 
currency in circulation this month at 
$26,927,777,931 disclosed that for 
seventy-six years it has carried on its 
books an even one-million dollars in 
bills of unstated denominations, 
marked up as “unknown, destroyed.” 
The department believes bills in that 
amount were destroyed in the Chica- 
go fire when a Treasury sub-station 
burned. But since it isn’t definitely 
known, the amount is still carried 
on the books. 

Referendum Dollars. The Lesher 
“dollars”, issued by a Mr. Joseph 
Lesher, a Colorado miner, were call- 
ed “referendum dollars” because they 
were to be referred to the people for 
acceptance or rejection. They were 
of octagonal shape so as to disting- 
uish them from. coins issued by the 
government. Being of small mintage 
they are scarce and of good premium 
value. 

Cupid Uses Money as a love lure. 
It is told of Job of Biblical fame that 
he offered help to a poverty stricken 
young widow with small children) but 
she was too proud to accept it. De- 
termined to help her he had it noised 
about that she was a distant relative 
of his and upon his death would in- 
herit a part of his large fortune. 
It worked. In no time she was mar- 
ried to a rich man who sensed an ad- 
ditional fortune to add to his own. 


Postage Due. No wonder that our 
boys in China, even if they are major 
numismatists, have trouble in com- 
puting the value of their Chinese 
pocket money. They may know how 
much money they have, but not how 
much the money is worth. A Chinese 
girl student in China sent some of 
her briefs to a United States college; 
the postage cost her $1,400. The 
$1,400 in Chinese stamps was equal 
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at current exchange rates to seventy 
cents’ U. S. currency. 

Not Such A Bad Idea at that, pro- 
vided postal regulations permitted. . 
Bill Davidson in Holiday Magazine 
has one of our soldier boys saying, 
“So they call this money; I think I 
will put a stamp on it and mail it 
home like a picture postcard.” Stamp 
dealers used to advertise for old 
stamps en original envelopes. In fu- 
ture we may see an advertisement 
reading “Foreign stamps with money 
attached.”

Barriers. On our first nickel five- 
cent piece, 1866, the large 5 was sur- 
rounded by 13 stars, and the stars in 
turn were separated by rays or bars. 
The following year, 1867, the rays or 
bars between the stars was discontin- 
ued, probably, as John E. Gaugh sur- 
mises, the rays gave the impression 
of barriers between the states.

Silver Discarded. London, Sept. 
26th (AP). The government said to- 
day that it would abandon silver 
coinage in view of the world shortage 
and substitute copper-nickel coins.

The counter- 
feiters found that ghouling did not 
pay any better than counterfeiting, 
as they served a term in prison for 
trying it.

Earmarked. When you read of the 
government ear-marking gold at Ft. 
Knox, don’t get the impression they 
are scratching or disfiguring the 
money in any way. “Ear marking” 
says Frank Solby in Take My Word 
For It, “comes from the age-old cus- 
tom of slitting, cropping, or notching 
the ears of domestic animals in such 
a way as to be a mark of ownership. 
In ancient days it was even customary 
to ear-mark slaves. To ear-mark gold, 
of course, is to set it aside for some 
specific purpose.”

Guy Pennies. In 1605 Guy Fawkes 
attempted to blow up the House of 
Lords, but failed. The saving of the 
House of Lords from destruction is 
celebrated on the 5th of each Novem- 
ber by the children of London in a 
money-wise fashion. On that day the 
children, rich or poor, are allowed to 
beg, and they spend the day asking 
men and women “Penny for the Guy, 
sir (or madam)”, and as it is all done 
in a spirit of holiday-ship, their begs 
seldom ge unrewarded.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OLD COLLECTOR 


By THOMAS ELDER 


More About B. G. Johnson 


No collector ‘was more active in 
coins than the late B. G. Johnson, 
who collapsed suddenly on a street 
car and died recently in St. Louis. 
Johnson was a character independent 
in action, unswerved by opinion or 
advice. He acted independently at all 
times. Perhaps no other collector of 
our time was connected with so 
many important numismatic estates 
or associated with so many other 
collectors of prominence and impor- 
tance. As a very young man he was 
associated with the late F. E. Ellis. 
This partnership with Ellis went in- 
to Indian Relics and failed. Johnson's 
st@r continued to rise with the years. 
Forty years ago he was pleased to 
buy coins priced at 15 cents apiece 
from me. Lastly he sold the 1822 
Half Eagle for $16,000.00; quite a 
contrast. 


He stood ready to talk coins, buy 
or sell coins at any hour, day or 
night. He died by sheer overwork, 
too centered on the one subject. He 
left no near relatives, only coins. In 
recent years he bought an apartment 
house and a residence. He did not, at 
the end, have the satisfaction of dy- 
ing at home. He once sold a complete 
set of the London Gazette dated from 
1675. He was well posted on history 
and a great reader. 


He came of pure English stock. His 
father died at St. Louis. Much more 
of interest could be, ‘written. He went

to Europe 23 times and bought many 
coins there. Business kept him close 
to St. Louis in recent years. For- 
merly a tall spare figure, he became 
heavy and stooped in late years from 
overwork and hard study of coins and 
reading. 

He smoked too much for health. As 
for the St. Louis climate he loved it. 
Amidst the sticky heat, he said, “I 
love it”. 

Little did he know that as he put 
foot on that trolley car, with its un- 


comfortable seats, that twelve o’clock Ff 


was about to strike for him. But it 
did. He collapsed and died in the trol- 
ley seat. Exit my old friend B. G. 
Johnson. His end is a warning to 
others.

The Preservation of Coins 
and Paper Money 


A recent comment I made on the 
requirements and exactions of some 
few collectors as to their coins and 
paper money bears _ additional 
thought. 

I would far rather see a collector 
keep an only fine piece than to do 
without. It is next to impossible to 
get absolute perfection in either coins 
or paper money, due to many circum- 
stances. I am a strong advocate that 
collectors take the best examples they 
can get rather than do permanently 
without a specimen. In dates, like 
the rare Georgian with horse and hog 
it is next to impossible to get perfec- 
tion. I’m not saying collectors should 
not ask perfection but I do wish they 
would be satisfied with a little less. 


To illustrate the extreme difficult- 
ies in getting perfection let me cite 
the case of the 1794 silver dollar 
sold for a record of $2,000. 
This coin showed a little original 
lustre; the date was weakly struck, 
as is often the case of silver dollars 
and half dollars of that period, due 
to imperfect machinery. Now what 
will the “Condition Crank” do with 
a $2000. coin with a weak date? 
Reject the coin? Collectors making

Your 
coin may not be the best, but may be 
sold when a fine example is obtaina- 
ble. Some collectors are very fussy 
over condition of colonial and conti- 
nental notes. 

The cataloger is clearly within his 
rights in the wish that collectors let 
down the bars a bit in their require- 
ments and thus secure more speci- 
mens for their collectors. Otherwise 
some gaps will never be filled in col- 
lections.

Coins and Commodities 
and Prices 

Coins have been outdistanced in 
price by commodities in the last year. 
All reports signify it, and there is no 
excuse for it. If coins were ever good 
and intrinsic in value they are now. 
A dealer showed me three fine Phil- 
lip II silver coins he had bought from 
a local dealer for 50 cents. Coins of 
the Inquisition ruler are far too 
cheap in the era of 80 cent butter, 
90 cent bacon and 50 cent coffee 
prices. 

Coin collectors should bid up. To- 
day Indian heads uncirculated and 
proof are selling far too low in the 
sales. For what reason? Red Indian 
heads, any date, are worth $1 each. 
The commonest dates are not bring- 
ing it. Proof Indians, at $2 to $2.50 
are also far too cheap. Wake up col- 
lectors! Don’t allow the grass to 
grow under your feet! Bid up! 

Splendid bargains are still to be 
had at the mail sales of coins. Some- 
times collectors pick up coins at 
these sales at half list prices or less. 
This is true in fine colonial and con- 
tinental notes, colonial coins, foreign 
silver coins, ancient silver and U. S. 
cents and half cents. There are good 
bargains at retail also. One dealer 
tells of a small find of perfectly 
uncirculated silver dollars of 1880. 
Don’t forget such coins are now 67 
years old, their condition remarka- 
ble. Also a few 1932 Washington 
quarter dollars listed at $2 apiece 
are found. All these things are 
— pickups at list prices or a bit 
ess. 

Some little gold is offered, such as 
$1, $2.50, and $5. All are good buys 
in such inflationary times. Remem- 
ber gold cannot be marked down be- 
low a certain level. The writer has 
held all along that gold is good. 
There are inflationary influences; 
billions for veterans; for the army; 
for our government upkeep; other 
billions for helping stranded coun- 
tries and peoples; urgent calls for 
help coming from all over. It is hara 
to see how budgets may be cut very 
much, though intentions may be the 
best. The whole outlook seems not 
financial retrenchment but inflation-

How Scare Are 

Indian Head Cents? 

There are indeed many miscellan- 
eous Indian cents of the kind taken 
from circulation still to be had at 
rates of so much per hundred. But 
what do you find in such lots? 
Chiefly dates after 1900 to 1908 and 
none before 1890. If you go over 
such a lot and look for dates like 
1866 to 1872 you probably won’t find 
any. The ones seldom seen but still 
in existence, one or two to each one 
hundred coins are dates like a worn 
1864 or 1865, 1879 or 1880. It is 
really remarkable how few scarce 
dates appear. Dates like 1867, 1868, 
1869, 1873 and 1876 are seldom seen 
in miscellaneous cheap lots. 

Coins like 1866, 1867, 1868, 1869, 
1870, and 1878 are really rare, and 
$1 to $2 are asked for these in worn 
condition. All such dates in uncir- 
culated condition bring $3. to $5 
each. The rare 1909 S. VDB, 1909 
S Indian heads are advancing in val- 
ue fast. This is only natural in view 
of the plentitude of money and the 
many inflationary influences now at 
work and things like wheat at over 
$3 per bushel. With such conditions 
in existence U. S. gold $1, $2.50, $5, 
$10. and $20 can only go upward in 
the long run, and speculators should 
be ignored. Past history has proven 
them wrong and muddleheaded op- 
portunists whose judgments are faul- 
ty and erroneous. 

Keep your eyes on nice red uncir- 
culated Indian cents. They are scarce 
and any date is good. Indian cents 
are good, and if uncirculated, as good 
coins as any on the market.

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currency. With and because of a 
“perfect” currency system early man 
formed into groups, groups into 
clans, clans into communities; these 
communities were the stepping stones, 
stones that led to present day nations. 
When people gave up the chase and 
became pastoral, they substituted cat- 
tle for the then obsoleted animal skin 
“coins”. Cattle were domesticated; 
they furnished food, milk and hides; 
they could be “minted” on the farm;

When commérce increased to 
large proportions necessitating long 
drives by land and long hauls by sea, 
cattle as money gave way to silver 
and gold nuggets and ingots valued 
by weight. These nuggets and ingots 
were the parents, the Adam and Eve, 
from circulation.—F.C.R.

Our Invasion Money 

So many inquiries have come in 
since the war asking about our inva- 
sion money history, and whether or 
not it was backed, and would be re- 
deemed, by our government, ‘we quote 
from a circular issued by the Treas- 
ury Department under date of March, 
1945. 

In the first few weeks of the Sicil- 
ian operation, we used yellow seal 
dollars, as in North Africa. The Allied 
Military lire, which has been used 
ever since in Italy, is not a currency 
of the United States in any sense. It 
is an Italian currency, originally de- 
clared legal tender in Italy by the 
occupying Allied armies acting as the 
military government of occupied 
Italy. The Military governor declared 
Allied Military lire to be legal tender 
in Italy, and thereby made the cur- 
rency equivalent to and assimilated 
with the previoualy issued regular 
lira. Allied Military lire contains no 
promise of redemption on tke part of 
the Allied forces, and the currency 
has in every way been made part of 
the currency issue of Italy. The 
Italian Government made the Allied 
Military lira legal tender as one of 
its first official acts after its arrival 
in liberated territory in September 
1948. The Allied Military lira, while 
printed in the United States, was not 
issued by the United States. It was 
issued by the Allied Military Com- 
mander of the Mediterranean Thea- 
ter, acting for the armies under his 
“ommand, British and American, with 
contingents of other countries. The 
printing could just as well have been 
done in Brazil or India; we did it be- 
cause we had the printing facilities.

African Invasion Money 


From a Treasury Department pam- 
phlet issued in March, 1945. 


In our first invasion operation, 
North Africa, we used yellow seal 
dollars. Yellow seal dollars, like 
Hawaiian dollars, are regular Amer- 
can currency, ‘with a distinguishing 
mark to permit segregation if the sit- 
uation so requires, We simply sub- 
stituted yellow ink for blue in print- 
ing the seal on regular silver certifi- 
cates of the United States. We did 
not know whether we would be wel- 
comed as allies or resisted as in- 
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vaders; we could not be certain that 
we would not incur reverses. The 
yellow seal gave us the opportunity to 
segregate the currency if we should 
be driven from North Africa. The 
yellow seal also gave us the opportun- 
ity to distinguish this currency from 
regular United States currency which 
we found in circulation in North 
Africa on our arrival there. In ad- 
ministering our controls designed to 
keep the Axis from realizing on loot- 
ed dollars, we were able to permit the 
yellow seal curreney to be imported 
into the United Staes with less necss- 
ity, of contro] than regular currency, 
which might have been looted by our 
dollars in North Africa within a few 
days after our arrival, and have 
succeeded in withdrawing almost all 
from circulation.

Having been much interested in 
Colt material appearing in HOB- 
BIES, I am enclosing parts of ar- 
ticles about the patent history of the 
Republic of Texas gathered from 
various sources.” 


“Messrs P. J. Federico and J. R. Nunn 
published ‘A Fragment of Texas History’ 
in the June, 1936, issue of the Journal 
of the Patent Office Society and I give 
you parts of it— 

Quote: ‘For ten years the present state 
of Texas was an independent republic. 
Independence from Mexico was declared 
on March 2, 1836 and a constitution 
adopted on March 17. A Treaty of Peace 
was signed May 14 in which Mexico 
recognized full independence of Texas.

Recognition by other powers including 
the United States followed in 1837. 
Texas was admitted to the Union in 
1845 but the government of the Repub- 
lic continued in existence until 1846. 


Article II, Section 3 of the Constitu- 
tion of Texas contained a provision for 
patents and copyrights which was that 
Congress should have the power ,.. to 
grant... patents and copyrights and 
to secure to the authors and inventors 
— exclusive use thereof for a limited 
time. 


No action was taken by the Congress 
under this authority for several years. 
The. papers of President Lamar, how- 
ever, show many letters of inquiry con- 
cerning patents in the Republic. (Papers 
of Mirabeau Bonapart Lamar, Vol. 2, 
pages 273, 312, 342; Vol. 8, pages 120, 
199. Lamar was president 1838-41). 


“A patent act entitled ‘An Act Se- 
curing Patent Rights to Inventors’ was 
passed in the Third Congress and ap- 
proved by President Lamar January 28, 
1839. The first section provided that 
any citizen of the Republic, or any alien 
who had legally declared his intention 
of becoming a citizen, could apply to the 
Secretary of State for a patent for any 
new and useful art, machine, instru- 
ment or composition of matter, liberal 
arts, sciences or literature, "books maps 
or charts, or any new and useful im- 
provement of the same which he may 
have invented or discovered. *** Then, 
by section four, payment of a fee of 
thirty dollars entitled the applicant to 
a patent for the term of fourteen years, 
provided the residence of the patentee 
or his agent continued in the Republic 
during that time. In the next section 
no patent could be granted to a person 
who was not actually an original in- 
ventor, and two years prior public use 
in Texas or any other foreign country 
invalidated the patent. (I found that 
Samuel Colt, Hartford, Conn., was 
granted a patent for revolving firearms, 
February 25, 1836 and one for firearms 
and apparatus used therewith, August 
29, 1839, Patterson, N. J. and is so listed 
in Burke’s List of Patents, 1790—1847 
published in 1847, L. K. E.) *** 


“The chief clerk for the Department 
of State at the beginning of the admin- 
istration of the patent act was Nathan- 
iel Amory. His report shows that six 
patents had been granted. *** In each 
case the patentee applied in person, 
legally declared intention of becoming 
a citizen, took the required oath, paid 
the fee, and those who intended to leave 
the country appointed agents to repre- 
sent them. 


He also reported that a number of ap- 
plications from persons residing in the 
United States had to be refused in view 
of the requirements for a personal ap- 
pearance. There is a story which has 
not been verified that both Morse and 
Colt were refused patents for their in- 
ventions in view of their failure to de- 
clare an intention to become citizens of 
Texas, and to appear personally before 
the Secretary of State, to take the re- 
quired oath. Unquote. 

‘Harry Traylor, Texas, wrote in 
HOBBIES a few months ago, that Sam- 
uel Colt was joined by his brother James 
and they bought considerable land there. 
Owning land there was perhaps an idea 
of Samuel’s that would grant him a 
patent afterwards leaving James as 
agent. The patent may have been re- 





















fused him by the Republic of Texas 
because of prior use, or parts thereof, 
in another country. He was manufac- 
turing weapons in Paterson, N. J. from 
1836 to 1842. 


‘In the American Advertising Direc- 
tory of 1831 is listed a John Colt, Pat- 
terson, N. J., as a cotton spinner, man- 
ufacturer of cotton sail cloth, rolled 
iron, nails, etc. with a J. Colt as agent 
in No. 9 Burling Slip, N. Y. The J. Colt 
may have also been James and they, 
John and J. may have been instrumental 
in getting Samuel started in Patterson 
(Paterson)—so listed with two t’s. 


‘I quote from Bishop’s History of 
American Manufacturers, 1868, * A gen- 
tleman conversant with the history of 
the founder of Colt’s Patent Fire-arms 
Manufacturing Company in Hartford, 
Conn., and formerly a member of Con- 
gress (U. S.) from Conn., has asserted 
that Samuel Colt, at the age of fifteen 
(that must have been 1830-31) while on 
& voyage to Calcutta which he made as 
a runaway sailor boy first conceived and 
wrought out with a chisel on a spun- 
yarn with a common jack-knife and a 
little iron rod, the rude model in a piece 
of white pine, of that firearms, which 
won, from the shores of the Pacific to 
the Japan Seas, over the whole civilized 
world itself, reports the triumph of his 
skill and blases his fame.’ *** 

‘In order to obtain the necessary 
means to prosecute his experiments and 
manufacture specimen arms, he traveled 
the United States and the Canadas as 
@ public lecturer on chemistry, and 
though only a youth of not more than 
seventeen or eighteen, he administered, 
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it is said, non laughing gas to more men, 
women and children, than any other 
lecturer since chemistry was known 2s 
a science. (!) When not more. than 
twenty-one, he recéived his first patent 
for a Repeating or Revolving Firearm 
from the United States Government. 


“In the following year he succeeded 
in engendering sufficient confidence in 
the minds of a few capitalists to pro- 
“re the establishment at Paterson, N. 

of a company: with a capital of 
$300, 000 for the manufacture of the 
weapon which he had invented. This 
company continued in existence until 
1842, when they were forced to discon- 
tinue operations. *** “From the failure 
of the Paterson Company until 1847, 
none of these arms were made, and it 
was not until after the commencement 
of war with Mexico, when Gen, Taylor, 
who had witnessed their utility in the 
Florida Campaign, sent Capt. Walker to 
procure from Colt a supply of revolvers, 
that an opportunity presented itself to 
retrieve the embarrassments into which 
he had been involved. He at once con- 
tracted to furnish the government one 
thousand arms for $24,000. As a tem- 
porary arrangement he hired an armory 
' at Whitneyville, Conn., where he com- 
pleted his first contract, and shortly af- 
terward established the nucleus of his 
own manufactory at his entire place, 
Hartford.”

A Visit With the American Winston Churchill 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


“I was born in St. Louis, Mo., on 
November 10th, 1872,” the great nov- 
elist told me during his last visit to 
his birthplace a few years ago, “and 
after graduating from Smith Acade- 
my (a school now defunct) I went 
on to Annapolis where I graduated 
in 1894, among the top fifth in my 
class. My favorite study when at 
the Academy was American history; 
I enjoyed football and tennis, and I 
was captain of the crew. But im- 
mediately after graduation I resigned 
my commission and became editor of 
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the Army and Navy Journal. And 
then a little later I joined the staff 
of the Cosmopolitan Magazine. Then 
upon my marriage to Mabel Harlak- 
enden Hall on October 22, 1895, we 
moved to Cornish, N. H., where we 
have lived ever since. 

In reply to a question about his 
ancestry, * Mr. Churchill replied: 

“T am chiefly English with a strain 
of Scotch-Irish and a Dutch strain 
quite far back, the De Witts and Van 
Horns of New York. One of my an- 
cestors was Jonathan Edwards. An- 
other was Margaret Van Horn 
Dwight, his grand daughter, through 
whom [I am descended from the 
Dwights, presidents of Yale. My 
first American ancestor, John 
ee landed in Plymouth in 
1643. 


In personal appearance, Churchill 
was a slender, smooth-shaven, very 
handsome man of medium height, 
with smooth gray hair once dark. 
He had a very pleasing speaking 
voice with perfect enunciation. 

I asked him about what has been 
described as Churchill’s only eccen- 
tricity—the fact that all of his titles 
have a “C” in them somewhere, such 
Richard Carvel, The Crisis, Coniston, 
The Crossing, Mrs. Crewe’s Career 

“There is no great mystery about 
that, as some have thought, he an- 
swered. “I did this simply because 
“C” is a euphonious letter, and 1 
liked to see it in my various titles. 
The critics love a mystery. I have 
paid very little attention to what the 
critics have said of my work, but 1 
did like it when the late William Al- 
len White called me “The First of 
Literary Reformers.” 

“Did you write Richard Carvet 
when you were very young, - Mr. 
Churchill?” 

“No, I wrote Richard Carvel when 
I was almost thirty—twenty-eight to 
be exact,” he replied, “and the Crisis, 
undoubtedly my best known work, 
just two years later. 

The Crisis with its scene laid in St. 
Louis before and just after the out- 
break of the Civil War in 1861, was 
loosely linked to the previous novel 
by the figure of Colonel Carver, des- 
cendant from the hero of the earlier 
book, and his daughter Virginia, a 
Southern belle who married a Yan- 
kee Youth. 
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“Much of the actual work of com- 
position on The Crisis was done by 
me in an office in the Old Security 


Building at Fourth and _ Locust 
Streets, St. Louis, and on the broad 
tables of the old Mercantile Library. 
Abraham Lincoln, Generals Grant 
and Sherman figured in the story. 
Other characters were Mr. Brins- 
made who portrayed James E. Yeat- 
man, and Karl Richter, German vol- 
unteer Union soldier that was sug- 
gested to me by the early life of Ma- 
jor Lee Rassieur. Old homes in and 
near St. Louis were also in the story. 
One of these was the old Carr place 
in beautiful suburban Glencoe and 
another was the house near the 
Grand Avenue Water Tower where 
my own wedding took place. Eugene 
Field once said that he was born in 
St. Louis, the most uninteresting 
place in America. I do not agree 
with this at all. I have always been 
fascinated by the quaint city, and its 
lovely environs, and colorful people 
of French, English and Germanic 
origin. I have always concerned my- 
self with American history and with 
current social problems,” Churchill 
said a little later.

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of the struggle that a young Episco- 
pal clergyman has with his ortho- 
dox faith when he finds that his 
Church is insufficient for the needs 
of his poor neighbors. So he revolu- 
tionizes his parish by preaching a 
living, regenerative gospel. 


When I mentioned that the Inter- 
national Book Review in 1924 named 
Churchill fourth in a list of the 
“oreatest writers appearing after 
after 1900,” he modestly replied, 

“T recall vaguely that I did receive 
some such recognition as that, and I 
was rather surprised at the time be- 
cause my novel had appeared in 1917. 
But I have always tried to resist the 
temptations that are put in the way 
of a man who has been accorded a 
popular success. And I ceased writ- 
ing novels at the age of forty-six be- 
cause I enjoyed living quietly on my 
country place, dabbling in painting 
and reading the works of others, 
writing occasionally for my own 
satisfaction, and the pleasure of a 
few intimates, to whom [ gave car- 
on copies of my typed manuscripts. 
To the world I said that it was a 
question of fun and that I derived 
more fun living as I did, apart, paint- 
ing and carpentering.” 


After expressing admiration for 
Scott, Dickens, and Twain, he said, 

“T liked Thackeray’s Vanity Fair 
immensely, but I have not read it 
for many years, as I stépped reading 
as well as writing novels in 1917, 
when my interest turned to other 
things. It is very difficult, now for 
me to think of myself as a writer of 
novels, as all that seems to belong 
to another life. And I never was 
really literary. I wrote the novel for 
pleasure or adventure. Curiously 
enough I think of DuMaurier’ Trilby 
as a novel I love and read again anl 
again. As for books, and not merely 
novels, I get more out ofthe New 
Testament and parts of the Old than 
any other book. I am very fond of 
history and delight in Herodotus. I 
am fond of archaeology and etymol- 
ogy and philosovohy—what I know 
about them,” he added modestly. 


“Are you related at all to the Eng- 
lish Winston Churchill?” I asked. 

“No relation at all,” he said. “But 
around 1900 both the future prime 
minister and myself were writing 
fiction. His romance Savrola at- 
tracted considerable attention. Our 
names were often confused. So one 
day I received a letter from the Eng- 
lishman good-naturedly complaining 
about the confusion, and suggesting 
that one of us should change his name 
somewhat, and that it was up to me.” 

“TI wrote back agreeing tHat it was 
an excellent idea, but I stressed the 
fact that since I was actually the 
senior—Churchill was born in 1874, 
two years after me—it was up to 
him to change his name. This he did 
by digging up his middle name 
“Spencer” which he had not been us- 
ing. Thereafter he always signed his 
name, “Winston S. Churchill.” 


“Did you ever meet the famous 
Englishman, Mr. Churchill?” 

“Once when I was in London,” the 
novelist auswered, “he invited me to 
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the House of Commons restaurant 
for lunch, and we had ‘a jolly time 
together. I had the pleasure of visit- 
ing Boston. As you might expect, he 
is certainly a brilliant table conver- 
sationalist and I became spellbound 
listening to him. I am afraid I bored 
the great statesman by telling him of 
my slight forays into the political 
field. For, as you may have heard, 
I was a member of the New Hamp- 
shire State Legislature for two years, 
from 1903 to 1905; and I ran for the 
Governorship of New Hampshire on 
the Progressive Ticket in 1913—be- 
ing inspired to do so by Theodore 
Roosevelt, of whom I have always 
been a very great admirer. I often 
find myself quoting those fine lines 
on Roosevelt by the late Russell 
Wilbur: 
~s Revere an august name 

Which gallant youths in days to come 

will find 
In Which many a tale by new Froissarts 
designed 
To prick clean hearts to court a shining 


fame. 

We might add that Winston 
Churchill died very suddenly of a 
heart attack on March 13, 1947, 
while visiting friends in Winter 
Park, Fla. He was buried in Plain- 
field, Cemetery, Cornish, N. H., be- 
side his wife who had died in May, 
1945. He is survived by a daughter 
and two sons, with one of whom he 
was collaborating on a book at the 
time of his death.

Selective tribal collecting requires 
a great deal of concentrated effort. 
Careful consideration of all modes of 
Indian life as well as various designs 
and handicraft. As you may see, Mrs. 
Jone’s collection is superb in these 
requirements. Such a collection has 
a high educational value and should 
be preserved intact for coming gener- 
ations. The Indian’s art and handi- 
craft has taken its place among the 
world’s cultural developments, being 
by far the least contaminated of 
them all, a purely American art. 

Mrs. Jones’ basketry types range 
from the Aleutian islands through 
Alaska, British Columbia, Pacific

baskets are shown here. Feathered 
Pomos, Tulares, Tlingits, Pimas, Na- 
vajos, Hopis, Apaches, etc., and all 
the Washington tribes.

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Sometime ago the News Letter of 
the Missouri State Archaeological 
Society called attention to the finding 
of a 32-pound stone axe in that state. 
The current issue (No. 6, March, 
1947) of that publication lists two 
more of greater weight, one of which 
is a ceremonial axe found in Clark 
county which tips the beam at a lit- 
tle over 100 pounds, and the other a 
double-grooved axe weighing 100 
pounds was found in Scotland coun- 
ty. These, no doubt, are judged cere- 
monial from the fact that the imple- 
ments were too heavy to be wielded 
by the average size Indian—or did a 
tribe of giants inhabit Missouri far 
back in we’ times?

The Indian Lore section of my pri- 
vate library contains several ver- 
sions of the so-called “Custer Mas- 
sacre,” the latest addition being “The 
Story of the Little Big Horn,” by 
Colonel W. A. Graham, U. S. Army, 
retired, (Military Service Pub. Co.) 
Col. Graham agrees with us that the 
battle of the Little Big Horn was no 
massacre—it was a fight pure and 
simple, in which the U. S. soldiers 
fought to the death; in fact, Custer’s 
troopers had not a ghost of a chance, 
for the very reason that the Indians 
“were there firstus with the mostus 
men.” We quote a paragraph (pp. 
106-7) from Col. Graham’s story: 
“For half a century the battle of the 
Little Big Horn has been known as 
the Custer Massacre. It is time that 
another name be given it, for it was 
no massacre. On the contrary it was 
a bitterly contested combat to the 
death between armed representatives 
of two civilizations, each of which 
fought after the manner of his kind. 
The simple truth is that in this, the 
greatest battle ever waged between 
the red man and the white, between 
a receding and an adyancing race, 
the red man had the victory because 
they exhibited that day a greater 
proficiency in the art of war than 
did the chosen representatives of the 
white men. Warfare, however it be 
savage, is not massacre when the 
conquered go to their deaths with

Just Name Your Battle: He Can Stage it For You! 


Ohio Wesleyan Artist is Lead Hobbyist 
With Interesting Story 
By HELEN CAMP IDOINE 


The historic battles of centuries 
gone by are being fought and fought 
again in Prof. George G. Keester’s 
living room in Delaware, Ohio. 

The soldiers of Napoleon wage 
battle only a few feet from the mech- 
anized troops of General McArthur. 
The armies of history can compare 
notes on military strategy as Mr. 
Keester arranges and re-arranges 
battle scenes. Nor is there any prob- 
lem of troop transportation, feeding, 
or lodging because it’s all done with 
tiny lead soldiers. Collecting and 
making these vast armies of lead sol- 
diers .. . the kind kiddies would just 
love .. . has been the hobby of Mr. 
Keester for more than 20 years. 

It all started when Mr. Keester be- 
came interested in history as a side- 
line to his painting. He is an instruc- 
tor of Fine Arts at Ohio Wesleyan 
University, Delaware, Ohio. He dis- 
covered that th-vugh the toy soldier, 
he could re-capture the history of the 
ages in a creative sort of way. The 
designing and casting of original 
models of toy Soldiers attracted his 
artistic nature. Costuming, too, in 
the exact dress of the period is part 
of the unusual hobby. 

The toy soldier has been popular 
since the days of classical legends. 
The tiny armed men have been found 


in the ruins of ancient Greek and 
Roman cities. In the middle of the 
18th century the first mass produc- 
tion of the soldier began, probably 
originating in Nuremberg, Germany. 
These first soldiers were thin and 
flat, about an inch and three quarters 
high. Even today this particular 
type of tin soldier is unequaled in its 
realistic appearance, and the third 
dimensional effect achieved in natur- 
al backgrounds. Soon these little sol- 
diers were being sold all over Europe 
to children and grown-ups alike, and 
who can say which group enjoyed 
them most? ; 


The appeal of the marching bands 
of soldiers grew, and with it grew 
their manufacture. France instituted 
the art about 1825, and England be- 
gan in 1860. Our own country did 
not begin to be aware of the tin 
soldier or to manufacture them until 
about 25 years ago. In London a com- 
pany produces the largest line of ful- 
ly shaped, hollow figure about 2% 
inches high, and these have become 
so popular that manufacturers in 
other countries have adopted the 
specifications. Now you can buy sol- 
diers in many countries that will har- 
monize in size, shape and quality. 
The sizes of the lead fighting men 
range from the 30mm. to 54mm.,

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many particular sized figures indicate 
a certain period of manufacturing in 
the history of the figures. 


Nor are the lead soldiers all of ages 
past. History making events are usu- 
ally recaptured in tin soldiers soon 
after the event happens. The coro- 
nation of King George and Queen 
Elizabeth was soon followed by a re- 
splendent set of toy soldiers... and 
the coronation was re-lived for many 
a collector. Haile Selassie has twice 
been honored by the manufacture of 
tin soldiers, once when he was coron- 
ated, and the other time when his 
country was invaded by Mussolini’s 
troops. The recently past war has 
placed untold numbers of newly de- 
signed soldiers on the market to 
tempt the enthusiast. 


Where do collectors such as Mr. 
Keester, who has over 2000 models, 
get their soldiers? Two groups of 
collectors answer this question, one 
group makes their own soldiers, the 
other group buys its models, haunt- 
ing antique shops and foreign mark- 
ets for the rare editions. George 
Keester belongs to both groups. Be- 
ing a talented artist he greatly en- 
joys the painstaking work involved 
in designing and casting an original 
model. Because such a collection has 
no worth if not accurate, Mr. Kees- 
ter, and all those like him who cast 
their own soldiers, must do a great 
deal of research before he can go to 
work. Accuracy is sought in matters 
of costuming, weapons, flags, and 
crests. Once the figure is designed a 
cast is taken, and as many figures 
as are desired are made from the 
mold before it is destroyed. The less 
models there are from an originally 
designed mold the more valuable the 
existing models are. Skill, patience, 
and time are prime requisites for the 
hobbyist who makes his own figures. 
But then he does not have to depend 
on the wares of the manufacturer to 
complete a set of soldiers. 


Many collectors buy unpainted fig- 
ures and then paint them to suit their 
particular needs. But straight col- 
lectors do not miss out on the adven- 
ture of this hobby. Many of them 
plan excursions to hunt through the 
antique shops, and foreign ports of 
the United States and Europe to add 
rare models to their collections. Mr. 
Keester, while serving with the in- 
fantry in Europe, visited the original 
home of the tin soldier in Nuremberg, 
and brought back additions for his 
already enormous collections. 


Tin soldiers have broken into the 
halls of education. Schools are using 


them to re-capture historic scenes for. 


the student, and museums are using 
them to build panoramas. 


Mr. Keester, one of about 100 folks 
in the United States who make toy 
soldiers their hobby, has run up 
against the housing shortage when it 
comes to a place to house his many 
armies. For many of them he has 
constructed dioramas, others fill up 
cases which line his study. He is a 
grown man ...a talented artist... 
but he has more toy soldiers than any 
boy in the block.

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MINERALOGICAL THOUGHTS

DID YOU KNOW? 


It is estimated that an atomic 
bomb releases only one-half of one 
per cent of the total amount of en- 
ergy contained in the uranium and 
plutonium used in it. We would say 
that this is a lucky break for the 
human race. ? 

Strictly speaking we are talking 
about nuclear energy and not atomic 
energy when we discuss the bomb. 
Atomic forces hold the atoms togeth- 
er and are released in chemical reac- 
tions. When 1 gram of hydrogen 
is united with 8 grams of oxygen, 
it forms 9 grams of water and releas- 
es 34,000 calories of energy. If 1 
gram of hydrogen could be united 
with 7 grams of lithium, it would 
form 8 grams of helium and release 
5,000,000,000 calories of nuclear en- 
ergy. Quite a difference.

Report, but we would like to call the 
attention of these “popular” writers 
to a few important facts which they 
seem to have missed. 

The “pill” would not release energy 
other than ordinary radio-activity un- 
less fission was taking place. Fission 
does not take place enough to set up 
a chain reaction unless a large 
amount of uranium is present. In 
the case of pure U285 the critical 
amount is between 2 lbs. and 220 lbs. 
and when fission starts in a mass of 
this character the result is highly 
spectacular provided one is 10 or 15 
miles away. 

It appears that in order to develop 
energy gradually a _ chain-reacting 
graphite-moderated pile must be 
used.

The heat developed when 
the pile was in operation would soon 
fuse the whole thing unless an effic- 
ient but cumbersome system was 
used.

The Koh-i-noor Diamond 

This is one of the most famous of 
stones, and is probably known to 
more people than any other diamond. 
Legend says that it was discovered 
more than 1000 years ago, but his- 
tory first recorded it in 1304 A. D., 
when it was captured by an Indian 
prince. Because of its great value, 
the Conquerer of Agra, India, took 
it instead of sacking and pillaging the 
city in 1526 A. D. In 1739 it was 
sent to Persia, where it was named 
the Koh-i-noor, meaning Mountain of 
Light. In 1850 it was presented to 
Queen Victoria, and in 1851 it was 
exhibited in London. 

In 1832 a third segment, piece of 
the large diamond was discovered in 
Khor-hasan, Persia. It weighed 132 
carats and had been used there by 
a poor family as a “flint” to strike

The average number of visible 
meteors entering the earth’s atmos- 
phere is about 24,000,000 each day. 
Probably not over five out of this 
entire number actually reach the 
earth’s surface and these are rarely 
fcund, being known then as meteor- 
ites. 


There are several classes of meteor- 
ites. Siderites consist of iron and 
nickel. Iron-stone meteorites con- 
tain particles of silicate minerals. 
Siderolites contain a meshwork of 
iron-nickel in a silicate mass. Aero- 
lites are stony meteorites containing 
grains of iron-nickel. Tektites con- 
sist of siliceous glass. 

More siderites fall than any of the 
other classes but more of the aero- 
lites are found, one reason being that

siderites rust away in time. Also 
aerolites are lighter colored and more 
apt to be noticed. 


In 1931 a group of 13 craters was 
found near Henbury, in central Aus- 
tralia. Considerable meteoric iron 
was found scattered around and it 
was determined that the craters were 
formed by a meteor fall. The smal- 
lest crater actually contained a few 
fragments of the mass that formed 
it, but the larger ones were all emp- 
ty as the energy of the falling me- 
teors was great enough to entirely 
vaporize them when they struck. It 
appears that the 13 large meteors 
formed the center of a much larger 
group of smaller ones which fell 
more gently because of their small 
mass and so escaped destruction. 
However certain changes in structure 
indicate that even the small pieces 
were heated to as much as 850° C. 


The Henbury meteorites are side- 
ites containing 7.3 per cent native 
nickel alloyed with about 92.7 per 
cent native iron. They belong to the 
group known as octahedrites and 
when the larger ones are polished 
and etched they show bands of kama- 
cite with angular interstices filled 
with plessite, which is an intergrowth 
of kamacite and taenite. 

It is not known when this fall took 
place but the craters are in a semi- 
arid region and the amount of erosion 
indicates that the age is about that 
of the Arizona crater, which is much 
larger. The largest Australian crat- 
er is about 600 feet by 350 feet and 
only 45 feet deep, while the Arizona 
crater is over 3600 feet across and 
over 500 feet deep. 


The Australian natives still fear 
the region and call it by the name 
which we have used for a headline. 


The amount of material obtained 
from the Henbury fall was much less 
than that found in Arizona and the 
meteorites are somewhat more ex- 
pensive and are increasing in value 
as dealer’s stocks are now practically 
gone. Like most good items there 
simply are not enough to go around.

Stannite is the sulfide of copper, 
iron and tin having a hardness of 
4 and a specific gravity of 4.3 to 
4.5. The color varies from gray to 
black or yellowish. It is deposited 
in veins from hot alkaline solutions 
ascending from deep in the earth 
and is associated with numerous 
other minerals such as ores of zinc 
and tungsten. 

Tin ores are far from common 
and stannite is much rarer than cas- 
siterite. It has been found in Eng- 
land, Bohemia and Tasmania, from 
which we obtained a good sized spec- 
imen for our own collection about 
30 years ago. It is now being found 
in Bolivia associated with various 
rare sulfosalts as well as more com- 
mon cassiterite, tetrahedrite, arsen- 
opyrite and pyrite. 

The chemical abbreviation for tin 
is Sn., which is derived from atan- 
num, the Latin name for tin and the 
word from which stannite was also 
derived.

The majority of the earlier publi- 
cations were printed by editors on

The age range of the journalists 
represented was broad, from publi- 
cations of boys of 15 years to those 
of gentlemen long past the three 
score mark. Of special interest were 
several issues of “The Tryout,” a 
monthly published from 1914 to 1945 
by C. W. Smith, dean of amateur 
journalists, now 94 years of age. 
Publications of the United Amateur 
Press Asociation, the National Ama- 
teur Press Association, as well as 
“The Fossil,” issued by the Amateur 


Journalists of the Past, were also on

Traveling Work-Case for Ladies 

Now that Spring is definitely here 
with summer just around the corner, 
our thoughts turn to travel and the 
wide open spaces. We dust off the 
old luggage and are off with a mini- 
mum of clothing (if ‘we are wise). 
We take it, however, that milady who 
went traveling as late as 1873, ac- 
cording to an issue of Demorest’s 
was advised to take along a “travel- 
ing work-case,” with this admonish- 
ment: 

“This is one of the useful and elegant 
articles which come to us from Vienna. 
The work-case is seen both closed and 
open. We will first describe our model 
as it appears when rolled up. The case, 
which is 11% inches in length, and 6 
inches in width, is made of the red- 
brown Russia leather now so fashion- 
able, trimmed at the two ends with silk 
fringe 1% inches wide to match, ****** 

“When it is unrolled, the first thing 
We see on the Havannah brown moire 
entique lining is a small oval looking 
glass, ****** In the second compartment 
are fixed a crochet holder, six crochet 
needles, knife, needle-case, stiletto, and 
button-hook; while projecting from the 
edge of the case on each side are two 
flannel leaves for needles and pins, at 
the back of which leather flaps lined 
with the moire antique, and folding down 
over the case when closed, protect these 
little implements which are so _ indis- 
pensable to ladies’ work.”

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Whittier Romance 

John Greenleaf Whittier edited the 
New England Review from 1830 to 
1832 and if you have any of these 
old copies in your back number maga- 
zine collection, you may associate 
them with Whittier’s romance. 

According to a letter in the files 
of the Connecticut Historical Society 
Whittier wrote 24-year old Cornelia 
Russ, begging an interview, but ad- 
mitting, “‘I feel I have indeed no 
claims on your regard,” but added: 

“If you cannot consistently offer 
me the pleasure of seeing you I have 
only to resign hopes dear to me as 
life itself, and carry with me here- 
after the curse of disappointed feel- 
ing.” 

The letter was presented to the 
society a few years ago by a great- 
nephew of Miss Russ, Charles C. 
Russ. 

That Mr. Whittier did not die of a 
broken heart is attested in the fact 
that he lived some 60 years there- 
after, and died a bachelor.

old it makes appear fair and young to 
admiration; it has nothing of paint 
in it, neither doth any person know 
the secret. You may have from half- 
a-crown to five pounds a bottle. You 
may have Pomatum, White Pots, the 
like not to be compared with. Also 
a Powder for the Teeth, which makes 
them as white as snow. She hath a 
most excellent secret to prevent Hair 
from falling, causing it to grow 
where it is®wanting. She alters red 
or gray hair to a delightful light or 
dark brown in a few days, which will 
never change. She shapes the eye- 
brows, and makes them beautiful. 
She hath a delicate Paste to whiten 
the hands, and a red Pomatum to 
color the lips.

HapLey Coat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 


He beareth for Arms: Gules three 
oval buckles argent tongues fessways. 
The above description of the Hadley 
Armorial Bearing is registered in 
Burke’s General Armory, and men- 
tioned in “Notes on the Quaker Fam- 
ily of Hadley,” by Chalmers Hadley, 
published in 1915. 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A red (gules) shield, charged with 
83 silver (argent) oval buckles with 
tongues horizontal (fessways). 


Buckles in armoury are considered 
ancient and honorable bearings, and 
are symbolical of victorious fidelity 
and authority. 


The very simplicity of this Coat- of- 
Arms “bespeaketh its great antiquity,” 
because there is but one symbol, and 
it is laeking the crest and motto. 

When the men in armour took part 
in tournaments and pageantry, before 
the days of crests, they wore peacock 
tails in their helmets, and therefore it 
is correet to emblazon the peacock tail 
issuing from the helmet in a Coat-of- 
Arms. 


Colors are representative of the per- 
sonal characteristics of the original 
bearer, and are granted only if he be 
worthy. Red signifies courage and 
magnanimity; silver, sincerity and 
peace. 

The mantling was a large scarf of 
cloth or leather thrown over the hel- 
met to protect the neck from the heat 
of the sun; the armor from rust; and 
to foil the enemy’s sword. When used 
as a decoration for paintings and other 
reproductions, the outside must be the 
main color of the shield, and the lining 
the main metal. The wreath of six 
strands must be twisted alternately of 
the metal and color, and hold the 
crest to the mantling, as well as the 
mantling to the helmet. 

Descendants of the ancient Somer- 
setshire family of Hadleys who settled 
later in Ireland, some of whom came 
later to this country, are eligible to 
the use of this Coat-of-Arms. 

Hadley is a place-name, meaning a 
wild heath where the cattle graze. 


There are many spellings, among them 
de Hadesley, Haddeleigh, Hadeley, 
Hadly and the usual, present form, 
Hadley. The earliest records in Eng* 
land are found in the counties of Suf- 
folk, Middlesex, Hertford, Stafford, 
and Somerset. 


Mr. Chalmers Hadley, who wrote the 
genealogy or “Notes” on the family, 
has so many interesting items in his 
book that will be of interest to the 
Hadleys, that we have borrowed some 
of them to weave into these para- 
graphs with those found elsewhere. 


Sir John Hadeley from London, was 
an M.P. (Member of Parliament) in 
1369. He was a man of great means, 
and lent money to King Edward III. 
Later he was thrown into the “Tower!” 
Do you think he tried to collect? In 
1379 he was released, and from that 
year to 1393 was Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don. A George Hadley was high sheriff 
of Hertfordshire. Among his descend- 
ants were John, mathematician, who, 
about 1682 improved a reflecting tele- 
scope; John, Fellow of Queen’s Col- 
lege, Cambridge; and Henry, a noted 
surgeon. 


Alexander Hadley resided, in 1375, 
in Somersetshire, and his is the first 
one of the family on record in that 
country. He had large landed estates. 
His descendants married into the 
Courtenay and Audley families, both 
noble families, with lines leading to 
Humphrey Bohun, the Magna Carta 
baron, Elizabeth Plantaganet, daugh- 
ter of King Edward I and Eleanor of 
Castile. 


About the time of the Cromwell in- 
vasion, many inhabitants of England 
left their homes and settled in Ireland, 
and a Hadley was among these from 
Somersetshire. He was an officer in 
the English army, and his wife was 
of the Talbot family. 


An old edition of Burke’s General 
Armory refers to the Somerset-Ireland 
migration, and states that the Coat-of- 
Arms is the same as we have pictured. 
The notation was in notebook of Sir 
Richard Canery, Ulster King of Arms, 
1683-92 as of Somersetshire and Ire- 
land, and had been in use in Ireland 
considerably more than a century. 


Simon Hadley Sr., and his wife 
Catherine lived in Ballynakill, King’s 
Co. Ireland. He owned a smithy, and 
had large fishing projects. His wife 
Catherine was one of the first ones 
in the locality to join the Society of 
Friends, or Quakers. 


Their son, Simon Hadley Jr., born 
about 1675, came to Pennsylvania in 
1712. He had joined the Friends in 
Ireland, and settled among them in 
Chester Co. He bought 15,000 acres 
of land in New Garden township, and 
later some of it was taken over the 
newly-formed boundary into Delaware. 
Besides being a man of means, he was 
an influential citizen, and was made 
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Justice of the Peace, and a “Judge of 
Courts.” Simon’s son Joseph gave him 
no end of trouble, and was brought to 
terms by the Quakers for “engaging 
in vain and viceious proceedings as 
frollicking, fiddling and dancing!!!” 


One of the family, in writing to Ire- 
land, evidently persuading his friends 
to come here, tells them how wonderful 
the cotintry is; the land easier to plow; 
the horses smaller, but better pacers; 
that reapers get 2 shilling 3 pence and 
mowers 2 shilling 6 pence a day; and 
—“no workman works without their 
Victuals in the bargain throughout the 
Country.” 


Then he describes the fairs—and 
this is too good for you to miss: “There 
is 2 fairs yearly and 2 markets weekly 
in Philadelphia, also 2 fairs yearly in 
Chester & Likewise in New Castle, but 
they sell no Cattle nor horses nor Liv- 
ing Creatures but altogether Mer- 
chants Goods, as hatts, Linnen & Wol- 
len Cloth, handkerchiefs, Knives, 
Scizars, tapes and tred _buckels, 
Ribonds & all Sorts of necessarys fit 
for our wooden Country & here all 
young men and women that wants 
wives or husbands may be Supplyed.” 
(Well I lived in Philadelphia a number 
of years, and went to many fairs, but 
—I never heard of this last custom be- 
fore! Too bad!!) 


Simon Hadley Jr.’s will was proved 
in 1756, and the original, in fairly 
good condition was found in 1908 in 
the court house in Wilmington, Del- 
aware. He made 68 bequests, and had 
$15,000 to give, a goodly sum for those 
days. In his will are mentioned his 
son Joshua in Virginia, and grand- 
children in North Carolina. 


Joshua was an officer in the Revolu- 
tion. He, with his 2nd wife, Patience 
Brown, resided in Orange and Chat- 
ham, Cos. in North Carolina, and 
founded the town of Hadley in Chat- 
ham Co. 

Joshua Hadley, Jr., married his cous- 
in Ruth Lindley. This was not an un- 
common occurrence among the Quak- 
ers, because they were not supposed 
to marry out of their faith, and some- 
times the choice was limited! He and 
his sons were opposed to slavery, and 
long before the Civil War they began 
to move northward to Ohio and In- 
diana. 

Chalmers Hadley says that soldiers 
in the Revolution, Justices of the 
Peace and Legislators were disowned 
by the Quakers, as they had to take 
oath, assist. in enforcing laws against 
slaves, and in executing the death pen- 
alty; but they decided the bankrupt 
law of North Carolina in 1803 would 
not excuse them from paying their 
debts. Some of them took slaves north, 
and freed them in free territory. Once

settled in Ohio and particularly in In- 
diana, they “lived happily ever after- 
ward.” The names Simon and Joshua 
are still found on the records. 


Needless to say, many have heeded 
the call “Go West,” and the name and 
descendants may be found in nearly 
every state. 


Simon Hadley’s family is not the 
only Hadley lines in our country. It is 
the line of my sponsor, who is enjoying 
his Coat-of-Arms in handpainting and 
bookplates. He is an Iowan. 

Another line is that of George Had- 
ley who was in Ipswich, Mass., in 
1639. He also lived in Rowley, now 
Bradford, but was buried in Ipswich 
in 1686. He married first, Mary, 
daughter of John Proctor, and 2nd, 
Deborah Skillings. He was in the 
“training band” in 1680, and was a 
soldier in the Narragansett War, and 
was given grants of land in Maine 
and New Hampshire. He was a 
weaver by trade. 

He had seven children, and his son

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Samuel, a resident of Amesbury, who 
married Jane Martin, had twelve. 
The Historical Society at Concord, 
New Hampshire, has many records of 
deeds and wills of this family. In the 
Census of 1790 there were 23 heads of 
families of the name in New Hamp- 
shire, and only 18 in Massachusetts. 
Another interesting fact is that in 
Pennsylvania where Simon Hadley 
landed and settled, there were none 
recorded in the 1790 census, none in 
Virginia, but 21 in North Carolina. 
New York showed 11, and without 
making a search, the guess would be 
that descendants of either George or 
Simon could have settled ‘there. 


As it is not known where George 
Hadley, who came to Massachusetts, 
lived in England, it is uncertain wheth- 
er or not he was a relative of Simon, 
—probably not. For this same reason, 
it is impossible to state that this Coat- 
of-Arms may be used by the George 
Hadley branch, neither is it known 
whether his branch is eligible to any 
armorial bearing. 


Whether of the George or Simon 
branch, the Hadleys lean toward high- 
er learning in its many fields of use- 
fulness. Judges, congressmen, au- 
thors, inventors, governors, college 
presidents, bankers, ministers,—among 
all of these groups we will find the 
Hadley name. And to those of us who 
are musicians and lovers of music, 
Henry Kimball Hadley stands out as 
director and composer. We wonder if 
these and others of the name realize 
— an interesting background they

From Correspondents 
COLE 


From a California correspondent 
comes a clipping from the Blooms- 
burg, Pa., Morning Press in 19384! It 
tells about King Cole. Giving credit 
to the author, we feel at liberty to 
quote a couple of paragraphs from 
this article: 


“Members have traced their history 
back through the centuries of mar- 
riages and inter-marriages to find that 
the first Cole in recorded history was 
King Cole, spelled at that time Coel. 
This fact was brought to light by 
Harry E. Cole, of town, in his gen- 
ealogy entitled ‘The Coles of Columbia 
County.’ 


The King Cole mentioned in the 
history of early England was a grand- 
son of Constantine the Great who 
reigned 238 A.D. He married the 
daughter of the King of Wales and 
the father of King Arthur, a famous 
historical figure about whom the Ar- 
thurian legends of Alfred Lord Tenny- 
son centered.” 


Mr. Cole tells in his article that 
three brothers, William, James and 
Edward Cole, during religious and 
political persecutions in England fled 
to Holland and Switzerland; and Wil- 
liam, in conjunction with two others 
whose names have been lost, wrote the 
“Geneva Bible.” That James remained 
in Holland, and his son Ezekiel came 
to New Amsterdam, now New York. 
He then traces some of the lines to the 
_ present day. 
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Did you ever wonder how many an- 
cestors you could have had, in a cer- 
tain number of generations back?

_ All of these, except the one Oilette 
were printed in Germany. The Oil- 
ette was printed in England. Only 
the Toronto Scenes state that the 
Tucks were “Art Publishers to their 
Majesties the King & Queen,” and 
they were all by Raphael Tuck & 
Sons (no limited). Perhaps in later 
years they became a stock corpora- 
tion. 

But what was most interesting to 
me, I found five unused cards entitled 
“In the Philippines.” These relate to 
the Taft Party on Board the Man- 
churia. All of these cards were pub- 
lished by H. Hagemeister Co., New 
York, and printed in Germany, photo 
copyright only by Burr MacIntosh. 
These cards being printed in Ger- 
many probably accounts for the mis- 
pelling of the ‘word “infantry”. But 
if my memory is correct there have 
been several occasions since the print- 
ing of these cards when Germany 
could have learned that our “In- 
fantry” had grown up.

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African Violets 


A hobby which began in 1941 fol- 
lowing an operation has turned into 
a paying business for Mrs. Fred 
Schade of Georgia. Her hobby, rais- 
ing African violets, brings lots of 
color to her home, too, for practical- 
ly every window in the house is filled 
with a number of the plants. 


Mrs. Schade began in a small way. 
She ordered plants of several varie- 
ties and began the study of how to 
raise and care for them. According 
to Mrs. Schade the plant was first 
discovered in East Africa about 1893 
by a German rubber plant owner, 
Baron Walter von Saint Paul. Thus 
the plant was officially named Saint- 
paulia. It was first raised from seeds 
as a house plant in England shortly 
after its discovery. Although remov- 
ed thousands of miles from its native 
habitat the plant flourished in Eng- 
land. 

In the spring of 1945 a woman vis- 
itor to the Schade home commented 
over the beauty of .one plant and 
pleaded ‘‘Won’t you sell me that 
one?” Mrs. Schade relented and part- 
ed with the plant which constituted 
her first sale. In the following year 
she sold more than 125 of the African 
violet plants in clay pots of various 
sizes. Now she has visitors coming 
from all over her section of the 
country to get the flowers for special

days such as Mother’s Day, Easter, 
and Christmas. Conditions are such 
that she cannot enter into the ship- 
ing of her plants, otherwise she 
could branch out into big business as 
a result of her hobby. 

Mrs. Schade states that she has 
never raised a plant from a seed. 
She starts each new plant from a 
leaf of another. A healthy leaf is cut 
from a plant @d placed in wet sand 
or water where it is left until roots 
sprout. The plant is then set in dirt 
in a small clay pot As it gains size 
the plant is repotted from time to 
time in increasingly larger pots un- 
til it is a full blown plant. 

For the lover of house plants this 
is an ideal one it is revealed, for it 
doesn’t require much sun and in fact 
thrives better when the temperature 
is moderate. 

Mrs. Schade has 11 different varie- 
ties of the plant now. Her present 
favorate is a sizeable topaz Saint- 
paulia with blue blossoms of a deli- 
cate hue.

Mystery Solved 


Walter B. Lang of the U. S. Geo- 
logical Survey has solved the mys- 
tery of the polished rocks on the 
southern side of Corundas Mountain 
on the border between Texas and 
New Mexico. And it was not done 
by wax ,either, but by animals rub- 
bing their hides against the sides of 
the big stones. Lang identified the 
animal polishing by a narrow band 
of animal fat, not more than a dth 
of an inch thick which the rocks had 
absorbed. The polished areas are 
five to 25 feet square.

Sanibel Island and Shells 


Floridians need not travel far 
afield to assuage their shell collect- 
ing urge. There is a 14-mile stretch 
of white beach on Sanibel Island, 
Florida, which is a paradise for con- 
chologists. 

This particular spot is said to be 
one of the three best shell collect- 
ing places in the world. Each reced- 
ing tide leaves tons of marine life. 
Of course, the shells cannot be put 
into the collection as scooped up from 
the beach. Many of them contain 
living organisms and they must first 
be boiled and then muriatic acid ap- 
plied to remove deposits. Then the 
shells are given an oil rub to bring 
out the colors. 

Once a year residents of the Island 
and the winter tourists put on a 
three-day show, and included are 
some 360 types of shells found on 
the Island beach.
